One  not  knowing  would 
say  that  ai>ers<.u  could  not  keep  eomfrnta- 
ble  at  sneh  teini>eratiiies  with  nnthinir  but  the 
slight  i>roteetiim  oll'ered  by  a  e-immon  can- 
v.asstent;  bnt  1  did,  allhoiigli  it  isnotqtiite 
as  eo-.iveiiieiit  as  diirerent  ipiarters. 

Our  Ineatiun  is  t.n  the  west  side  of  lied 
river  at  the  mouth  of  Pembina  river.  We  are 
1(K)  feet  above  the  i>rcsent  water  level,  yet 
where  1  am  now  writiiii,'  isJ|sometiines  inun- 
dated tt»  the  deptli  of  three  or  tVmr  feet.  This 
stream  is  .subjeeted  to  very  sudilen  and  high 
rises  of  water  at  times,  whirh  overtlows  its 
banks  an<l  submerges  the  country  for  a  do/en 
miles  on  either  side  of  the  river.  I  saw  drift 
w.>od  scattered  over  the  prairie  along 
the  way  whieli  must  have  reiinifed  a  stage  of 
water  eighty  or  ninety  feet  aiiove  the  sur- 
face of  llie  water  now  to  have  (lo-ited  it  there. 
The  trees  that  skirted  the  lied  river  were 
galkd  aui!  crushed  by  the  rushing  Hoods  of 
past  years,  so  tliat  the  high  water  line  could 
be  traced  by  the  eye  a  mile  away. 

The  prairies  »)f  Dakotah  are  the  gntndost, 
the  broa.le>-r,  and  T  will  add,  the  baldest  this 
e  intinent  alfords.  The  eyes  become  wearied 
witli  the  same  monotonous  view  from  all  points 
and  one  would  be  insane  to  look  for  landscai)c 
beauty  on  siieh  an  ocean  of  dead  land,  n -tliin!;- 
ness  as  these  praries  present. 

To  hcin  in  and  contine  the  savages,  we  are 
sui)posi>d  lo  be  death  on,  in  this  country  would 
be  a  huge  joke  on  the  Indians;  they  would 
"fsade  away"  more  rapidlv  than  they  arc  doing 
now.  and  before  "three  years  or  during  the 
war"  hail  rolled  round,  there  would  not  be  a 
reil-skin  to  pttint  a  gun  at. 

So  much  for  the  country,  and  now  for  its  in- 
liabitanis.      Ilalf-lirecd    French,    half-breed 
Scotch,  and  hall-breed  English,  M'ith  a  small 
s]n-inkling  of  full-i 'feeds  on  each  side,  occupy 
this  country.    .Vny  half-breed  is  hereditarily 
lazy.    The   native  American  element,  how- 
ever small  it  may  be,  is  stillicient  to  implant 
indolence  in  a  six  foot  frame  of  giant  strength. 
They  never  provide  lor  a  rainy  day,  and  Intli- 
an  like,  the  demand  anil  supply  system  seems 
to  be  i>oorly  understood  with  them.    They  are 
exclusively   Catholic,  and  have  a  church  a 
mile  and  a  half  from  here.    They   have  their 
annual  lliillilo  hunts,  and  seldom  fail  to  come 
in  la.lened  with  pcmmican  and  robes.    This 
I'emmican  is  the  staple  article  of  food  with 
them,  and   is  an   article  of  trade  as  much  as 
'  wheat  is  with  us.    It  is  made  by   ilryiug  the 
lean  portions  of  the  IJulTalo,  and  then  pound- 
ing it  line,  after  which,  the  powdcretl  mass  is 
put  into  a  raw-hide  made  from  the  skin  of  the 
animal,  and   hot   tallow  poured   in  and  the 
whole  stirred  into  a  greasy   pudding  and  left 
to  cool.    It  is  put  up  wholly  without  salt, yet 
it  is  (|uite  palatable. 

AVc  have  killed  and  scalped  five  Indians, 
and  have  thirty-live  prisoners  now  in  onrpos- 
scss'o.i, 'A. th  il  bright  prospect  ft>r  additions.

IXTKnKSTIXGPROCKKDlXtiS  IN  TIIK  IIOUSK 

The  dull  proceedings  of  the  House  in 
Contmittee  of  the  whole  this  afternoon, 
on  an  appropriation  bill,  were  suddenly 
eidivened  by  a  reply  from  an  unexpected 
(juarter  to  one  of  Copperhead  lirooks' 
usual  speeches.  Brooks  had  wandered 
from  the  (jnestion  of  appropriation  he 
was  opposing  to  a  general  attack  on  the 
policy  of  emancipating  and  arming  the 
negroes,  and  dwelt  with  particular  em- 
phasis on  the  declaration  that  artillery  and 
ordnance  stores,  not  proclamations,  must 
end  the  war.  '^Ir 'f  ii  Clay.  Smith  startled 
the  House  by  ri;plying  that  artillery  and 
ordnance  we.'-e  wt  !'i,  but  that  while  these 
attacked  the  rebels  in  front,  it  was  need- 
ful also  to  weaken  their  strength  in  the 
rear  ;  and  that  every  man  knew  that  the 
rebellion  was  sustained  and  fed,  and  kept 
in  being  by  the  system  of  African  slavery, 
and  that  tfie  destruction  of  one  was  the 
sure  defeat  of  the  other ;  that  he  said  this 
as  a  Kentuckian,  as  a  slave-holder,  as  a 
pro-slavery  man.  Slavery  was  the  life- 
blood  of  the  rebellion,  and  that  when  this 
was  overthrown  our  efforts  would  be  ef- 
fectual. Jt  must  be  destroyed.  If  they 
chose  to  regard  him ;  that  as  siich  be 
didn't  care  to  hesitate  as  to  any  right  of 
getting  possession  of  these  slaves  ;  that 
he  believed  in  taking  them  wherever  the 
aimv  came  to  them,  and  that  there  would 
be  n'o  peace  until  the  system  was  utterly 
broken  down. 

The  speech  produced  a  decided  sensa- 
tion on  the  floor  and  in  the  galleries, 
min<'led  with  a  lew  hisses  from  the  cop- 
perhead  snle. 

Mallory  undertook  to  take  his  col- 
league to  task  ;  denied  that  he  represent- 
ed "  Kentucky  sentiment;  charged  him 
with  violating  pledges  on  which  he  had 
liccn  elected,  and  quoted  from  his  Harri- 
son county  speech,  liis  pledge,  if  elected, 
to  vote  for  a  war  democrat  lor  Speaker. 

Smith  replied  that  he  had  ntade  that 
pledge  ;  that  when  he  came  here  to  look 
around  Im  a  AVar  Democrat,  and  saw  Stiin. 
Cox,  the  person  who  had  been  stumping 
the  State  of  Ohio  from  one  end  to  the 
other  for  Vallandigham,  at  the  lime  when 
he  (Smilli)  was  stumping  ag.ainst  Vallan- 
digham, ]»ut  up  as  a  War  Democrat  can- 
didate, that  kind  of  War  Democrat  did 
not  suit  him.  He  therefore  supported 
the  gentleman  who  now  so  ably  fills  the 
chair.  He  was  proud  to  stand  by  him, 
because  that  gentleman  is  for  the  (Jov- 
ernment.  the  Constitution  and  the  Union, 
and  never  sustained  any  man  opposed  to 
the  war. 

Mallory,  of  Kentucky,  interrupted, 
and  wanted  to  know  if  he  nad  gone  to  the 
Coppurh  ad  caucus  to  find  out  when  they

"\o,"  said  Smith,  "I  smelt  the  at- 
mospher*  of  the  concern  and  decided  to

Mallory  asked  him  if  he  had  not  gone 
to  the  Republican  caucus. 

Smith  replied  that  he  had  gone  to  a 
I'nion  caucus,  and  that  his  constituents 
imlorscd  him  for  doing  it. 

Wadsworth,  of  Ky.,  deemed  it  to  his 
interest  here  to  mix  in.  He,  too,  charged 
Smith  with^violating  pledges  made  to  his

At  nine  o'cbck  Fourth  street  was  illu- 
minated from  Market  to  Olive  by  four 
large  bonfires,  two  at  the  corner  of  Chcs- 
nut  and  two  at  the  corner  of  Pine.  From 
the  iron  railing  surrounding  the  balcony 
in  front  of  the  third  story  a  row  of  Union 
lanterns  was  suspended,  and  an  immense 
American  flag  was  hung  in  froiit  of  the 
doors  opening  on  the  balcony. 

Major  Coozins,  with  the  aid  of  a  num- 
ber of  assistants,  sent  up  brilliant  sky- 
rockets, Roman  .candles  and  Greek  fire, 
and  the  "rockets  red  glare"  illuminated 
the  air,  and  shed  star-like  correscations 
over  the  scene.  Frank  Boehm's  silver 
cornet  band  played  stirring  national  airs, 
and  a  large  crowd,  filling  the  entire 
street  from  the  front  of  the  Court  House 
to  the  corner  of  Pine  street,  assembled 
to  catch  a  glimpse  of  the   great  General. 

A  little  after  nine  o'clock  (ien.  Grant, 
accompani«  d  bv  General  Schofield,  Gene- 
ral Fisk,  (icneial  Totten,  Mr.  Haskell, 
Mr.  Stansbury,  Judge  Lord,  Mr.  Knapp 
and  other  oflicers  and  citizens,  stepped 
upon  the  balcony,  and  was  greeted  l)y  the 
multitude  with  Ion,'  and  joyous  cheers. 
The  band  ])layed  a  national  air.  and  as 
the  strains  of'  music  ceased,  the  crowd 
became  mute,  and  listened  to  catch  the 
sound  of  the  (JeneraPs  voice: 

(Jeneral  Grant  took    off  his    hat  and 

said  : 

"Gentlemen:  I  thank  you  for  this 
honor.  I  cannot  make  a  speech.  It  is 
something  I  have  never  done,  and  never 
intend  to  do,  and  I  beg  you  will  excuse 
me." 

Loud  cheers  followed  this  brief  ad- 
dress, at  the  conclusion  of  which  the 
General  replaced  his  hat,  took  a  cigar 
from  his  pocket,  lit  it,  and  stood  on  the 
balcony  in  the  presence  of  the  crowd, 
pufling  his  Havana  and  w.atching  the 
rockets  as  they  ascended  and  burst  in  the 
air. 

"Speech  I  speech  !"  vociferated  the  mul- 
titude and  several  gentlemen  near  him 
urged  the  General  to  say  something  more 
to  satisfy  the  people;  but  he  declined. 
Judge  Lord,  of  the  Land  Court,  appearetl 
verv  enthusiastic,  and  placing  his  hand 
on  General  (Jrant's  shoulder,  said  :  "Tell 
them  yo  1  can  fight  for  them,  but  can't 
talk  to  them— do  tell  them  that !" 

"1  must  get  some  one  else  to  say  it  for 
me,"  replied  the  (ieneral ;  but  the  multi- 
tude continuing  to  cry  out  "speech! 
speech  !"  he  leaned  over  the  railing,  blew 
a  vrreath  of  smoke  from  his  lips,  and 
said : 

"Gentlemen  :  Making  speeches  is  not 
my  business.  1  never  did  it  in  my  life, 
and  never  will.  I  thank  you,  however, 
for  vour  attendance  here." 

Finding  that  Gen.  (irant  could  not  be 
induced  to  make  a  speech,  the  crowd  then 
called  "Schofield  I  Schofield." 

Gen.  Schofield  took  off  his  hat,  and 
said  : 

"Genti.kmen:  As  the  Hero  of  the 
Mississippi  has  declined  making  a  speech, 
you  can't  expect  me  to  make  one.  Rut 
as  I  am  about  to  leave  you,  I  will  take 
this  occasion  to  say,  good-bye  !'' 

This  short  speech  was  received  with 
loud  cheers  ;  and  seeing  Mr.  Stickney  on 
the  balcony,  the  crowd  mistook  him  for 
General  Osterhaus,  and  shouted  "Oster- 
haus  !  Osterhaus  I"  which  had  the  elFeet 
of  making  Mr,  S.  teat  a  hasty  retreat. 

Soon  after,  the  party  on  the  balcony 
retired,  but  the  crowd  lingered  in  the 
.street  for  some  time.  Some  one  called 
for  General  McXeill,  and  the  multitude 
took  up  the  wortl,  and  shouted  for  the 
Missouri  Radical,  but  General  McNeill 
did  not  respond. 

This  demonstration  has  established 
pretty  conclusively  the  fact  that,  howev- 
er willing  and  ready  General  Grant  may 
be  to  "move  on  the  enemy's  works."  he 
has  too  much  good  taste  to  allow  a  move- 
ment of  either  friend  or  foe  to  move  him 
to  make  a  speech.

The  President  has  for  some   time  been 
not  a  little   embarrassed.

and  where  George  D.   Prentice  was  the 
leading  exponent  of  the   nding  politi<'al 
faith— Kentucky,     who.se    intense      pro- 
slaveryism    h.ad    inspired    that     Roider 
State  'policy   which  had    long  governed 
the  President's    mind,  jind    wht  re    until 
recently  the  negro  was  regarded  by  even 
a  majority  of  the    Union  men    as    more 
sacred  and   valuable  than   the  Constitu- 
tion, or  rather  as  the   corner  stone  of'tho 
CouBtltution,  without  whose  snjjport  tlie 
whole  system  ot   th?.    government   would 
go  into  collapse.     It  was    very    natural 
that  the  Presiilent  should  conclude  that 
there  was  a  hole  to  which  Schofield  would 
be  better  adapted  than  any  other.     Un- 
less this  is  the  reason  which  has  induced 
the  President  to    send  General   Seholicld 
to  the  Department  of  the  Ohio,    which    is 
made  up  in  good  part    of  Kentucky,  v;e 
confess  we  can't  understand   the   matter.

and  why  not  let  him  take   the  praise    or 
blame  of  his  appointment  in  this  instaiue 
as  well  as  others?     It  looks  to  us   decid- 
edly like  child's  play,  when  a  bad  or   un- 
popular assignment  of  an  oliice  is    made, 
to  look  around  for  some  popular  General, 
and  try  to  fasten  the  load  upon  his  shoul- 
ders when  the  President  is  the  man    wIjo 
makes  the  assignment.     If  (Jeneral  Scho- 
field would  happen  to  botch  the  affairs  of

LETTER  FllOM   THE  AMERICAN   MIN- 
ISTER. 
A  private  letter  from  lion.  T.  II,  Nel- 
son, Minister  to  Chili,  is  published  in  the 
Tcrre  Haute  Democrat : 
[extract.] 
As  soon  as  the  alarm  was  given  I  has- 
tened to  the    spot,    which    is    hut    two 
squares  distant  from  my  residence.     No 
eye  hath  8«'en  or  ear  hath  heard,  and   no 
tongue    or  pen  can   describe  the    heart- 
rending   and  appalling   spectacle   which 
presented  itself.     It  was  horrible  beyond 
description  or   eoneeption.     Within   the 
scoj)e  of  my    vision   were  more   than    a 
thousand  women  and  children   manifest- 
ing by  shrieks,  groans    and  actions,  eve- 
ry conceivable    (brm    of    human    agony. 
The  most  heart-piercing  cries   pervaded 
the  buildings,  wjiieh  were  distinctl}*  heard 
at  the  distance  of  three   scju-ares.     Some 
were  writhing  in  the  embrace  of  the  llaine, 
stretching  out   their  eager  hands  for  that 
help  which   it   was  impossible  to  give — 
some  .standing  with   uplifted  arms — some 
prostrate  and  insensible — some  kneeling 
with  clasped  hands,  evidently  commend- 
ing themselves  to   Him  into    whose  pres- 
ence they  would  soon  be  precipi*,ated. 

It  was  my  good  fortune  to  aid  in  ex- 
tricating a  number  of  the  victims 
from  the  fiery  furnace,  by  dragging  them 
from  the  door-ways — and  I  am  happy  to 
state  that  all  our  countrymen  who  were 
present,  labored  fearlessly  and  energeti- 
cally, until  hope  of  future  assistance  was 
gone.  Tiiese  efforts,  you  will  perceive, 
by  reading  the  enclosed  translations, 
have  been  feelingly  recognized  by  the 
Government  and  people  of  Chili  , 

A  little  after  eight  o'clock,  the  last 
tower  containg  a  chime  of  bells,  fell 
with  a  tremendous  crash,  and  it  became 
no  longer  possible  to  give  the  least  aid  to 
the  burning  victims. 

There  are  but  three  fire  engines  in  the 
city,  and  they  are  small,  ineflicient,  and 
were  badly  served.  They  arrived  at  the 
scene,  some  half  an  hour  after  the  begin- 
ning of  the|iire,but  were  so  utterly  worth- 
less as  to  afford  no  assistance  whatever. 
The  flames  subsided  about  midnight, from 
mere  want  of  material  on  which  to  feed. 

On  the  next  morning,  I  visited  the   Ih- 
terior  of  the  elmrch.  and  nothing  can  ex- 
ceed in  horror,  the   spectacle  there  pre 
seated. 


A  Kln^ular  Cfiinodr  of  tlio  IVar. 

From  t»-o  Columbus  (O.)  Journal.     * 

Years  ago,  two  New  England  broth- 
ers, named  Moody,  left  their  K.astcrn 
home  to  push  their  fortunes  in  the  world 
of  usefulness  and  busine.'^s.  Being  men 
of  education,  one  took  to  the  bar,  th.' 
other  entered  the  jnilpit.  The  lawver 
settled  in  Mississippi,  the  pastor  in  Ohio. 
Both  won  distinction  in  their  several  pro- 
fessions, and  both  became  prominent  in 
their  respective  States.  And,  during  all 
the  years  that  passed,  their  mutually  fra- 
ternal regard  remained  intimate  and  ten- 
der. 

The  war  of  rebellion  broke  out.     Both 
brothers   took  up   arms — the   lawyer   in 
behalf  of    the   rebellion,  the  pastor  in  be- 
half of   the  Union.     They  both  received 
commissions — the  lawyer  as  Captain  (Jeo. 
Moody  and  Chief  of  Artillery   inLon^;- 
street's    army,    the    pa.- tor    as    Colonel 
Granville  Moody  and  commamler  of  the 
7 1th  Ohio  volunteers.     At   the  battle  of 
Stone  river   the  two   brothers  met   each 
other  in  battle  array— the  rebel  Catjitain 
under  Bragg  and  the  Union  Colonel  un- 
der  Ilosecrans.      Subsefjuently   Colonel 
Moody  resigned  his    commission  and  re- 
turned to  the  duties  of  tlie  pa.stor.     Cap- 
tain Moody   continued   with   Longstreet 
till  he  made    his   ill-starred   assault    0!i 
Kuoxville.      There,    being   dis.abled,    he- 
was  left  at   a  farm  house   on  the   line  of 
retreat,  was  taken  prisoner,  and  sent  to 
Camp  Chase,  of  which  his   brother  had 
been  commandant.  In  the  military  prison 
attached   to  this    camp  lie   now   lies  tor- 
tured with   inilammatory  rheuuiatisin,  to 
which  he  liad  been  subject,  and  which  his 
exposure  hi  the    field   rendered   e.xtruti- 
atingly  acute.     Thus  situated,  in  suffer- 
ing and  a  prisoner,  the  rebel  Captain  has 
sent  for  his  brother,  t!.e    Union  Colonel, 
to  come  to  his  assistance.     The  true  and 
loyal   brother   came,  bringing   with  him 
such  material  aid  in  the  form  of  "crealure 
comforts,"  as  well  as  with  fraternal  coun- 
sel, as  would  make  his  brother's  situation 
comfortable.     And   (,'ol.  Moody   is   now 
engaged  in  measures  for  his  erring  l)roth- 
er's  release  on  p.arole,  in   view  of   Laking 
him  to   his   own   house,  so   that   he   can 
minister  to  his  comfort  and    restore  him 
to  health ;   and  with  a  fair   prospect  of 
success. 

Such  is  one  of  the  singular  incidents  of 
this  war  of  rebellion  against  the  best  gov- 
ernment of  earth.

people  of  the  late 
Territory,  cud  oi  ihe  State  ol  MinnesoUi,  as 
reiideriiig  iu(  t  sfi'  !,  i:d  available  to  them, 
what  is  obviously  the  natural  outlet  of  a  large 
portion  of  this  State  for  its  products  to  the 
I'.astern  markets,  and  shipping  points  on  the 
.\tlantie  sea-boanl.andas  being  the  most  ready 
ami  only  reliable  means  of  opening  up  to  em- 
igration and  settlement  an  extensive  tract  of 
countrv,  which  will  be  traversed  by  such  a 
roatl,  and  which,  although  possessing  abund- 
ant resources  is  now  unproductive  and  a  mere 
wilderness. 

That  the  attention  of  Congress  was  directed 
to  this  important  subject  during  the  Territo- 
rial existence  of  Minnesota,  as  early  as  IH-'A, 
during  which  vearagrint  of  lands  in  alternate 
seotion>  was  made  by  theU.s.io  the  Territory  of 
Minnesota,  to  aid  iti  the  construction  of  such  a 
Itailroad ;  this  grunt,  however,  was  repealed  at 
the  same  session  of  Congress  in  con.«e<pience  of 
an  unauthori/ed  alteration  in  the  draft  of  the 
bill,  pending  its  passage  in  Congress,  which 
caused  an  immediate  repeal  of  the  grant; 
that  Minnesota  was  in  no  way  implicated  in 
this  matter,  ami  that  this  alteration  occurred 
through  'the  agency  of  individuals,  acting 
without  privity  of  tlie  Territorial  government, 
a-  has  alwavsbecn  conceded,  aud  as  clearly 
shown  in  the  proceedings  of  Congress  investi- 
gating the  matter;  the  result  to  Minnesota, 
however,  although  entirely  blameless,has  been 
exceedingly  disastrous,  and  but  for  the  unfor- 
tunate circumstance  causing  the  grant  to  be 
revoked,  it  is  conliilcutly  asserted  that  such  a 
road  would  have  been,  by  this  time,  entirely 
completed  and  equipped.  It  is  not  inappro- 
priate to  state  in  this  connection,  that  at  the 
time  of  the  grant,  aforesaid,  Minnesota  was 
tlieii  in  its  infancy,  not  producing  suflicient 
from  its  fertile  soil  for  the  consumption  of  its 
own  inhabitants,  and  yielding  little  or  nothing 
lor  export;  that  at  a  later  period,  and  since 
its  organization  as  a  State,  its  agricultural  re- 
sources have  been  developed  in  a  r.itio  al- 
most unparalleled,  .so  as  not  only  to  yicM 
abundance  for  home  consumption,  but  to  leave 
a  large  surplus  yearly,  of  grain  and  other  pro- 
duce for  exponation,  and  that  this  line  of 
commnnieation,  which,  at  the  early  day  refer- 
red to,  was  of  sullicicut  importance  by  reasons 
of  advantages,  merely  prospective,  to  deserve 
the  eneonragement  and  liberal  aid  of  the  Gen- 
eral Ciovernment,  has  now  become  a  practical 
necessity  to  Minnesota,  and  its  want  is  se- 
riously ielt  as  letiirding  her  prosperity  and 
the  settlement  of  a  large  portion  of  her  terri- 
tory. 

Yotir  Memorialists  wouhl  fu'rther  state,  that 
this  State  has  labored,  and  it  is  feared  has  so 
lar  labored  in  vain  to  accomplish  this  iinpor- 
rant  object;  that  a  railroad  Company  has 
been  incorporated  and  organized  under  the 
laws  of  this  State,  under  the  name  of  "  The 
Lake  Superior  and  Mississippi  Railroad  Com- 
pany," empowered  to  construct  the  railroad 
in  question,  ::n  1  that  preliminary  surveys 
iiave  been  maile  by  said  company  Ixjtween 
the  head  of  Lake  Superior  and  the"  City  of  St. 
Paul,  the  latter  point  having  been  selected, 
(being  the  Capital  of  the  §tate  and  practical 
head  of  Navigation  of  the  Mississippi  river,) 
as  the  jioint  ot  connection  with  a  terminus  on 
said  river :— That  this  route  has  been  fcmnd  to 
be  the  most  direct  and  shortest  for  the  de- 
sired object,  being  less  than  one  hundred  and 
forty  miles  in  length,  and  proceeding  over  a 
very  level  country,  thickly  timbered  and  af- 
fording every  facility  for  railroad  constrnc- 
ti<m.  That  preliiniiiary  surveys  have  also 
been  maile  from  the  Mississippi  river  at  Ano- 
ka, up  the  valley  of  the  Rum  river  to  Lake 
Suiierior,  both  "of  which  routes  have  been 
foiind  to  be  practicable,  and  running  through 
a  densqand  thickly  timbered  country. 

That  this  State.'to  aid  the  construction  of 
said  road,  has  donated,  (by  the  act  of  the  Le- 
gislature, of  March  Sth,  ISGl,)  to  said  compa- 
ny a  certain  portion  of  the  Swamp  L  mds 
vested  in  this  State.  It  being,  also  provided  by 
said  act  that  "the  fee  simple  of  all  lands  ahmg 
the  line  of  said  route,  or  etherwise  granted  by 
the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  for  the 
purpose  of  aiding  in  the  construction  of  said 
roail  may  be  directly  granted  to  said  Compa- 
ny," and  th.-it  said  company  be  empowered  to 
receive  title  thereto. 

That  the  City  of  St.  Paul  has  also,  by  a  res- 
olution of  its  Common  Council,  ratified  by  a 
vote  of  the  |)Cople,  offered  a  bonus  to  said 
Company  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  thoiusand 
dollars  in  the  bonds  of  said  city,  contingent 
upon  the  completion  of  said  road  from  St. 
Paul  to  Lake  Superior,  within  five  years. 

That  although  this  aid  on  the  part  of  the 
State  and  its  metropolis  is  liberal,  it  is  found 
inade.|nate  to  enlist  the  individual  capital 
necest^ary  to  the  success  of  the  enterprise,  the 
nature  of  the  iini)rovement  being  such  as  to 
require  the  completion  of  the  entire  line  of 
road,  and  the  consequent  advance  of  capital 
sutlieient  for  this  purpose  before  it  can  be 
made  productive  or  yield  a  return,  as  little  or 
no  way  travel  can  be  expected  from  the  un- 
settled district  of  country  through  which  the 
road  will  pass,  at  least,  until  after  its  full  com- 
pletion ;  and  for  these  reasons  further,  public 
aid  will  be  required,  in  addition  to  that  al- 
ready conferred  from  the  limited  resources  ot 
this  State. 

Your  memorialists  would  further  represent 
that  a  liberal  grant  of  land  from  the  General 
Government,  upon  tlie  usual  conditions  and 
limitations  to  aid  in  the  construction  of  this 
important  work  should  be  made,  not  only  as 
a  measure  of  equity  due  to  Minnesota  in  the 
premises,  and  as  an  act  of  restitution  for  the 
grant  of  18;>1,  above  refeiTcd  to.  Such  action 
on  the  pai-t  of  the  United  States  would  be  in 
strict  accordance  with  a  wel'i  settled  and  ob- 
vious National  policy. 

Your  memorialists  wf  uld  further  state  that 
this  proposed  road  to  Lake  Snjjerior  will  con- 
nect at  either  the  Falls  of  St.  Antlnmy,  or  St. 
Paul,  with  the  line  of  railroad  located  in  this 
State  by  the  "Southern  Minnesota  Railroad 
Company,"  extending  from  St.  Anthony  or 
St.  Paul,  up  the  valley  of  the  Minnesota 
river,  through  the  towns  on  said  river,  in  the 
direction  of  the  moutli  of  the  Big  Sioilx 
river,  on  the  borders  of  Iowa.  This  latter 
road  has  a  connecting  branch  running 
through  the  Valley  of  the  Root  river.  It 
is  endowed,  also,  with  so  much  of  the  lands 
applicable  to  this  line  of  road  con- 
tained in  the  .\ct  of  Congress,  approved  March 
3d,  1837,  granting  public  lands  in  alteniate 
sections  to  the  State  of  Alabama  to  aid  in  the 
construction  of  a  certain  railroad  in  that  State, 
anil  granting  certain  lands  to  Railroad  Com- 
panies therein  named.  A  considerable  por- 
tion of  this  road  is  graded ;  but  the  companies 
which  have  hitherto  had  the  work  of  con- 
structing this  road  in  hand  have  failed  to 
make  further  progress  in  this  important  im- 
provement, and  it  will  be  expedient  for  these 
reasons,  to  grant  to  the  -State  an  extension  of 
the  limitation  of  the  time  of  building  this  line 
of  road,  fixed  by  the  Act  of  Congress  afore- 
said, and  expiring  in  ten  years  from  March 
3d,  18-57,  so  as  to  prevent  the  time  of  said 
grant  from  elapsing  before  the  completion  of 
said  road.  This  road  in  connecti(m  with  the 
Winona  and  St.  Peter  Road,  which  it  inter- 
sects, will,  on  its  completion  drain  one  of  the 
most  fertile  and  populous  portions  of  this 
State ;  its  loss  would  be  irreparable  to  Minne- 
sota, and  its  final  completion  should  be  for- 
warded, as  a  measure  of  national  policy,  in 
eonneciion  with  the  construction  of  the  pro- 
posed road  to  Lake  Superior.  That  the  com- 
pletion of  the  railroad  to  Superior  tcill  stimu- 
late the  progress  of  the  work  on  the  line  of  the 
road  located  by  the  Southern  Minnesota  Rail- 
road Company,  and  contribute  greatly  to  the 
success  of  the  latter,  whereby,  ultimately  a 
line  of  road  will  be  secured,  if  reasonably «id- 
ed,  traversing  the  entire  State  of  Minnesota, 
from  tl  e  great  Lakes  to  the  Iowa  line,  in  the 
direction  of  Sioux  City  and  ramifying  through 
the  fertile  district  of  Southern  Minnesota  con- 
necting at  SiouxCity  with  the  projected  Branch 
Road  through  Iowa,  of  the  Great  National 
Railway  to  the  Pacific  Ocean ;  the  Act  of  Con- 
gress incorporating  the  latter  (Act  of  July  1st, 
1862,  section  14,)  making  it  imperative' xn>on 
the  said  Pacific  Railroad' Company  to  build  the 
said  branch  from  Sioux  City,  at  the  rate  of  one 
humlred  miles  a  uear,  "whenever  there  shall  be 
a  line  tf  railroad  completed  through  Minnesota 
or  Iowa  to  Sioux  City ;"  and  thiis  ultimately 
opening  in  connection  with  this  great  railroad 
to  the  Pacific,  a  continuous  railway  track  fronj 
California  to  Lake  Superior.

ISi-.:},  while  the  defendant   nisists  (hat  as 
111-  was  elected  on  the  happening  of  a  vacancy 
to  till  the  olhee,  at  the  annual  election  ol  IS!!'.', 
his  term  has  not  yet  expired  : 

It  will  be  seen,  from  this  condition  otattans, 
that  the  important  question  here  involved  is 
wlnther  the  defendant  was  elected  for  the 
ImII  term  of  two  years,  or  merely  for  the  un- 
txpirrd  tcr/ii  oi'  iii-i  predecessor.  This  ciucs- 
tion  depends  entirely  upon  the  construction 
which  should  be  given  to  Section  7  and  Sec- 
tion 10  of  Article  VI  of  the  State  Constitution. 
Thev  are  in  the  language  following  : 

".Si;c.  7.  There  shall  be  established  in  each 
oiirani/ed  countv  of  the  State  a  Probate  Court, 
which  shall  be  a  Court  of  Record,  and  shall 
be  held  at  such  times  anil  places  as  may  be 
prescribed  bv  i:iw.  It  shall  be  held  by  ouc 
Judge,  who  shall  be  elected  by  the  voters  of 
the  county,  for  th''  term  of  two  yrars.  *  ♦^  • 
"Skc.  il)."  In  case  the  ottice  of  any  Judge 
shall  boeome  vai-aat,  before  the  expiration  of 
the  rct/ular  term  i.-r  which  he  was  elected,  the 
vacanev  shall  be  tilled  by  appomtment  by  the 
(Joveriior,  until  a  successor  is  elected  and 
.)ualilied;  and  such  successor  shall  be  elected 
at  the  lirst  annual  election  that  occurs  more 
than  thirty  days  after  the  vacancy  shall  have 
happened." 

(I  have  italicised  those  portions  of  the  sec- 
tions uiion  w  hich  counsel  have  laid  particular 
stress.)  . 

(Jiving  to  the  language  of  section  10  its  or- 
dinarv  meaning  we  should  say  that  it  plainly 
declares  that  when  a   vacancy  occurs,  it  shall 
be  filled  by  appointment,  until  the  election  of 
a  successor  in  the  manner  provided,  and  that, 
when   such    successor   is  elected,  it  shall  Ik.- 
fur  the  eonstitiitional  term.     And  we  look  in 
vain  for  any  du-ect   authority  in  the  Constitu- 
tion for  clectii*  an  v  judge   for  a  shorter  pe- 
ri id.    The  plaintilf  insists,  however,  that,  in 
case  of  a  vacancy   in   the  otHec  of  Probate 
Judge  at  anv  rate,  the  successor  is  elected  to 
till  lulv  the"  unexpired  term.     How  this  can 
be  done,  in  the  alisenee  of  any   pro\isii.n  on 
the  subject,  and  in  the  lace  of  the  above  pro- 
vision of  section  7,  declaring  that  the  Probate 
Judge    "»/«o//   be   elected     *     *     for   the  term 
of   two    i/ears,"   is    for  the  plaintitf  to  show, 
but  we  are  told   that  the  ('onsiuuiion  must 
lie    interpreted    in    the     light  of    prcvious- 
Iv    existing    statutes;    and    as     the     stat- 
utes    did   "then  and    do    still     provide    that 
.-.ueli  elcetiim  shall  be   to  till  the  unexpired 
term  onlv,  that  the  constitution  mnst  have  in- 
tended the   same  thing;   or  at   least  to  have 
ihe  wiiole  matter  to  be  regulated  by  the  1-eg- 
islature.    'Ihis  is  reversing  the  usual  rule  of 
hiterpretation,  and  we  shall  hesitate  to  adopt  a 
uiodc  so  novel  unless  there  be  somethuig  in 
the  language  made  u.se  ol  in  the  constitution, 
which   cannot  otherwise  be  satisfactorily  ex- 
plained. 

It  was  not  contended  that  the  constnicti m 
insisted    on   by    the  praintilf  would  l>e    the 
proper  construction  independent  of  the  stat- 
utes referred  to;  anil  if  such  be  the  true  in- 
terpretation of  thi-  section,  it  ajiplies  to  all  of 
the  judges  provided  tor  in  the  constitution; 
lor  there  is  no  fair  ground  lor  distinguishing 
between   the  Judges  of  Pi-obatc  and  the  Su- 
preme and    District  Juilges,  so  far  as  regards 
this  question;  if  the  successor  in  the  case  of 
a  Probate  Judge  is  elected  to  liil  the  unexpired 
term  onlv,  the  same  result   must  fodow  as  to 
all  the  other  judges.  .\nd  yet  if  this  controversy 
was  conceniing  the  ottice  of  District  or  Su- 
preme Judgf,  noone  would  ever  have  thought 
that  the  statute  of  the  late  Territory,  concern- 
ing vacancies   happening   in  the  otlice  of  Pro- 
bate  Judge,  passed    long  prior  to  the   adop- 
tion of  the  constitution,  wonld  control,  or  iu- 
tluencc  in  the    least  the  construction  of  the 
clause  of   the  constitution  now  under  con- 
sideration.     No   one  in    such  a    controvers}* 
would  seriously  have  urged  the  proposition 
that  a  person,  elected  district   judge,   on  the 
happening  of  a  vacancy   in  that  office,  held 
only  for  the  unexpired  term  of  his  iiredecos- 
sor,    merely    because,    by  the  law  as   it    ex-

during  said  time,  which  there  is  no  certain  or 
convenient  wav  of  filling.  lUit  it  has  oecurn>d 
to  ns,  that  the'ubjection  here  raised  can  e.a.sily 
bo    avoided,    by  a  change  of  the    law  on 
which  the  ditllcnlty    i-  predicated.    It    the 
Legislature  have  the  right  to  ux  the  time 
when    the    term    of    oiiiec    ui    any  .tudge 
or    other    otlice    created     by     the    consti- 
tution     shaU      commence      or       terunnate 
(which    RC    deny,  if    »<';''-'*'^.y  »!''', /''»■''*'"".

the  provision  of  >tatute   declaring  that  the 
regular  term  of  all  ci)unii/  olhcers  and  court 
commissioners,  when  elected  for  a  full  term, 
shall  commence  on  the  tirst  of  Januai-e  iiext 
succeeding  their  election  (Laics  of  Ibbl,  r/iap.

At  a  meeting  hi-ld  on    I'ebruary  2d,   l6C<i,  hj  the 
undersigne.1  Brewers  of  St.  Paul,  the  following 
resolutions  were  unanimously  adopted,  to  wit: 
I.  The  iio  ealled  "  irt'iitiiig  System,"  on  deliv- 


isted,  at  the  time  the  constitution  was  adopt- 
ed, a  person  elected  to  lill  a    vacancy,  in  the 
office  of  judge  of  probate,  register  of  deeds,  or 
sheriff,  ^li-.,  held  only  for  the  unexpired  term 
— yet,  such  would  "be  the  construction,  and 
such  the  sole  reason  for  it,  if   the    view  iron- 
tended  for  by  the  plaintiff  be  correct.    We  do 
not  think  that  aid  in  arriving  at  the  proper 
meaning  of  this  section  can  be  derived  from 
such  sources.    It  must  be  construed  as  mean- 
ing in  and  of  itself,  that  the  person  elected  to 
the  ottice    of  judge,  on  the  happening  of  a 
vacancy,    holds  for   the    full    constitutional 
term,  or  else  merely  for  the  unexpired  term 
of  his  i>redecessor ;  and  we  arc  not  to  suppose 
that  it  was  left  to  the  Legislature  to  determine 
how  this  shall  l>e ;  else  the    meaning  of   the 
sect i"n  could  never  be  ascertained,  until  the 
Legislattire  should  act.  and  would  be   liable 
to  change,  as  often  as  that  fiody  saw  proper  to 
change  the  law. 

But  we  are  told  that  much  depends  upon 
the  use  of  the    words  "regular   term"  in  the 
section  and  that  it  can  be  accounted  for  only 
upon  the  theory  that  it  is  used  in  contradis- 
tinction to  the  unexpired  term  referred  to  in 
the  statutes.     We   shall   endeavor,  iiefore  we 
get  through    to    account  for  the  prescnice  of 
this  term  "regul.ar"  in  another  manner.    But, 
wc  would  ask,  if  the  word  is  used  in  the  fore- 
going .sense  alone,  what  is  to  I)e  done  in  the 
event  of  a  vacancy  occurring  by  the  death  or 
resignation  of  a  judge  elected  to  fill  the  unex- 
pireil  term  of  his  predecessor :     We  can  read- 
ily ccmeeivc  of  such  nn  event  happening  even 
during  the  first  year  of  the  regular  term  of  a 
supreme  or  district  judge,  and  it  is  a  matter  ot 
no  small  importance  to  know  how  the  remain- 
ing six  years  are  to  be  tilled,  if  the  construc- 
tion claimed  by  the  plaintiff  is  to  prevnil.  The 
constitution  in  that  case  would  not  authorize 
an  election ;  for  the  vacancy  thus   to  be  filled 
occurs  only  in  theregular  constitutional  term, 
as  con  ra-distinguished    from  an  unexpired 
term.    Nor  would  the  Governor  be  authorized 
to  appoint  under  this   section    for   the  same 
reason ;  nor  has  he  the  authority  under  the 
general  power  given  him  to  fill  vacancies,  by 
section   "4   of  Article  V

Butadmitting  thata  person,elected  Judge  of 
Probate  on  the  happeningof  a  vacancy  m  that 
ottice  may  enter  upon  its  duties  immeiliately 
after  his  election;  that,  being  elected  for  two 
vears,  his  full  term  would  expire  before  the 
first  of  Janiiarv— and  that  if  he  held  over  until 
that  time  his  term  would  be  prolonged  to  that 
extent ;  still  flu  re  is  no  violation  of  any  vital 
principle  in  i.ermitting  him  so  to  do,  if  the 
prolongation  i.s  not  -so  great  as  to  be  a  fraud 
upon  the  constitutional  limitation  of  the  term. 
The  Constitution  by  providing  that  the  person 
electeil  to  almost  every  other  ottice  created  by 
that  iiistiumenb  shall  hol.l  it  for  a  term  cer- 
tain «;iii  until  hisswcessor  is  elected  and  quul- 
i/ted,  admits  the  possibility  of  his  holding  be- 
yond the  term  i>rescrilied.  But,  as  we  have 
alreadv  said,  the  difticiilty,  if  any  here  exists, 
can  casilv  Ih:  remedied  by  the  legislature. 

We  are  not,  however,   w  ithoiit  authority  on 
these  .luestions.    All  these  o»>jections   apf<-ar 
to  have  been  urged  hi  the  case   ot    /At-  People 
rt,  Unen  2    Werul.,  2l»r.,   which   was   almost 
identical  with  the  case  at  bar,  both  as  to  the 
facts   and  the    principles    involved.    By   the 
Constitution  of  the  St.ate  of  Xcw  York,  it  was 
provided  that  sheritts,     *    *      *    should  be 
elected  once  in  irery  three  yearn,  and  as  ottin 
as    rarancics   x/ioitUi    happen;"     but    nothing 
further    was    said,  either  in    regard    to    the 
^'/•/il  of  such  ottice,  or  as  to  the  time  when 
it    should    commence    or     tenniiiate.        A 
vacanev  having  occurred  in  the  ottice  of  Sherill 
of  Caytiga  Countv,  Green,    the  defendant  in 
that  action,  was  elected  sheriff;    and  at  the 
general   election   immediately   preceding  the 
time  when  the  regular  term  would    have    ex- 
pired, one  (iallup,  the  relator,  was  elected  to 
the  same  ottice ;  but  when  the   newly   elected 
othcer  asked  admission  into  the  ottice.  Green, 
the  iucumlK-nt,  refused  on  the  ground  that  he 
was  not  elected  merelv  to  fill  the   unexjiircd 
term  ol  his  predecessor,  but  for  a  full  coiisti- 
lutioiial  term  of  three  vears;  and  that  his  term 
therefore  had  not  then  expired.     In  that  State 
as  in  this,  there  was,  or  had  been,  a  statute  de- 
ciaring  that  a  person  elected  to  fill  a  vacancy  in 
the  office  of  Sherirt',  Uegi-.ter,  &e.,  should  hold 
only  during  the  unexpired  term    and    also  a 
law" similar  to  ours  fixing  the  first  of  January, 
next  succeeding  an  election,  as  the  time  when 
the  term  of  ottice  should  commence.    (Jalliip 
then  instituted  pioeccdings  in  tlie  nature  of  a 
Olio  icarranto,  in  the   name  of   the  People,   to 
opsf  Green.    It  will  thus  be  seen   that  every 
iiuestioaiuvolve'l  in  ihe  i>re«ent  ease  was  aiso 
involved   in   that;— and    an    examination    of 
the    points   there    made    and     urged,      will 
.-how  that  they  could    not    have    been    more 
uearlv  identical  in  substance  with  the   points 
urged  in  this  proceeding,  h  id    the    one    bjcu 
copied    word    for    wiffd     from      the      other. 
There,  as  in  this  case,  they  attempted  to  draw 
a  distinction  between  the  regular  and  the  un- 
expired term — insisting  that  tliis  was  the  only 
wav  to   preserve  the  h.irniony  of  the  govern- 
mental system  established  by  the  constitution, 
which  made   it  essential  that  all  general  elec- 
tions should  be   held  on  the  same  day,  and 
that  the  political  and  all  otticial  years  should 
commence   at  the   same  time.     And  the  same 
argument,  ab  incoiuenienti,  was    argued,  to 
wit,  that  the  defendant  or  respondent  in  that 
ease,  having  the  right  to  enter  upon  the  duties 
of  the  ollice  immediately  after  his  clei;tion  in 
the  month  of  September,   his  tenn  of  office,  if 
he   held  for  the  full  term,   wi>uld  expire  .tlso 
in  said  month,    and  unless  a  special  election 
soould  be  ordered  at  great  inconvenience,  ho 
would   necessarily   hold    the  olHce  thence  to 
the  first  of  January  following,  when  alone  his 
successor  could  enter  upon  the  ottice;  and 
that   this  course  would    lie  equivalent  to  ex- 
tending the   constitutional    term.     The  pro- 
ceedings were  conducted  for  the  relator  with 
characteristic  ability  t)y   Hon,  Benj.  Y.  Butler 
and  the  late  Judge  Bron.son;    and  the  several 
ijuestions  raised  were  «leiermincd  by  that  em- 
inent jurist,  the  late  Judge  Marcy,  in  an  ex- 
haustive opinion,  wherein  he  decided  that  the 
Viicancy    was   in  the  office  and  not  merely  in 
tlie  term  of  service   tit  the    person  selected 
to  fill   it.    That    although   there    was  no  ex- 
press designation  in  the  Constitution  of  the 
state  of  New  York  of  the  term    for  whiih  a 
Sheriff  was  to  hold,  yet  it  was  fixed  at  three 
vears   by  the  strongest  implication.    That  an 
election  on  the  happening  of  a  vacancy,  was 
lor  the  full  term  and  not  for  the  unexpired 
term  of  the  predecessor.    That  the  framers  of 
the  Constitution  must  have  foreseen  that  such 
contingencies  would  frequently    arise,    and 
therefore  it  was  "reasonable  to  infer  that  if 
they  intended  that  persons  elected  to  fill  va- 
cancies in  the  ottice  of  Sheritt,  happening  be- 
fore the  expiration  of  the  term  of  the  present 
incumbent,  should  hold  for  a  shorter  period 
than  the  general   term,  they  would  not  have 
left  that  intention  to  be  evolved  by  ingenious  dis  - 
dnctions  and  dnbious  inferences."     And  after 
stating  that  elections  for  Sheriff  are  not  by  the 
Constitution  to  be  held  ottener  than  once  in 
three  years,  except  in  eases  of  vacancy,  he 
pertinently  a.sks :  "In  what  part  is  it  declared 
or  from  which  of  its  provisions  are  we  author- 
ized to  infer  an  excet)tion  in  case  of  a  person 
elected  to  an  ottice  vacant  by  the  death,  resig- 
nation or  removal  of  his  predecessor  ?"  and 
"why  should  he  not  hold  as  long  as  he  would 
have"  done  if  elected  at  the  end  of  a  full  term  ?" 
We  may  also  repeat  the  same  questions  in  re- 
gard to  our  own  Constitution. 

The  principles  decided  in  The  People  vs. 
(ireen  were  afterwards  affirmed  by  Savage,  C. 
J.,  in  the  case  of  The  People  vs.  Coutant.  1 1 
Wend.,  132,  and  by  the  Chancellor,  when  the 
latter  case  went  to  the  Court  of  Ai>peals,  11 
Wend.,  oil.  And  in  the  several  opinions  giv- 
en, the  matter  of  legislative  construciion  of 
the  constitution,  though  treated  as  entitled  to 
respectful  consideration  when  shown  to  have 
been  made  with  due  deliberation,  was  never- 
theless regarded  as  of  no  importance  when  the 
meaning  of  the  constitution  was  so  plain. 

We  might  here  leave  this  matter,  satisfied 
that  the  construction  we  have  given  to  this 
clause  of  our  constitution,  is  amply  sustained 
by  both  reason  and  authority ;  but  there  is  still 
aiiothcr  source  from  which  its  scope  and 
meaning  may  be  gathered.  In  lioth  the  New 
York  cases  above  alluded  to,  the  aiurts  looked 
\  freelv  into  the  debates  of  the  convention  which 


to  the  meaning  and  intent  of  the  tlitl'erent  sec 
tions  of  the  .\rtiele  When  the  Article  was 
reporfetl  to  this  convention  by  the  jiidiciaiy 
committee,  and  that  body  had  the  report  un- 
der conitfidcration,  Mr.  Chase  moved  to  amend 
section  '^,  bv  striking  out  the  word  "  seven," 
and  inserting  the  word  "  six"  and  a<l(ling  the 
following :  .    , 

"  At  the  first  election  one  supreme  judge 
shall  be  elected  for  tw  o  years,  one  for  four 
vears,  and  one  for  six  years." 

This  amendment  was  favored  by  Judge 
Flandr.iu  on  the  ground  that,  aUhough  at  the 
lirst  clcetion  the  judges  would  all  be  chosen 
at  once,  vet  if  fhe  amendment  prevailed  It 
w(Utl>l  never  again  o;c:ir, — but  upon  an  ex- 
planat'ou  from  Judtre  Mierburne,  the  cl-.air- 
mau  of  the  paliciarv  committee,  the  nmend- 
metit  was  not  agreed    to.      He    remarked  as 

follows  ; 

"  M!!.SnrT:itruvK.— The  gentleman  sr.ys  it 
has  been  usital  lor  Judges     if   the  .supreme 
Court  to  be  elected  for  dmeient  term--.     That 
proposi!ioii  w.is  ))rcscntcil  bclorc  our  cnnmit- 
tce.

Every  society,  as  well  as  every  individual, 
is  surrounded  by  what  we  may  call  a  social 
atmosphere;  which  may  be  cold,  frigid,  and 
repulsive,  or  mild,  genial  and  inviting.  So 
subtile  is  thi^  -.. :  '  .1:  ;'  ui  >n,  if  we  may  so 
think,  that  immediat*  V.-  upon  coming  in  con- 
tact with  it,  we  judoc  .i.uiitively,  yet  correctly 
of  its  nature. 

As  easily,  then,  as  we  perceive  the  ditference 
between  a  soft,  warm  atmosphere  and  a  cold 
piercing  one,  .so  easily  does  the  Minnesotian, 
when  suddenly  thrust  into  London  society, 
realize  the  ditference  Ix'twecn  a  democratic 
and  monarchical  atmosphere— for  we  main- 
tain that  the  form  of  goveniment  under  which 
a  society  exists  has  not  the  least  to  do  with 
the  social  temperament;  indeed,  it  is  the 
basis  of  the  social  structure.  He  may  not 
be  able,  at  first,  to  explain  precisely  that 
diircrence,  yet  he  feels  it,  and  knows  that 
it  exi>ts.  But  he  will  shortly  be  in  possession 
of  something  more  tangible — of  facts  uisteaii 
offeeiiiigs.  His  intuitive  knowledge  will  be 
superscdeil,  by,  or  rather  blended  with  the 
experimental.  He  now  begins  to  see  the  in- 
ternal machinery  of  the  social  .system,  and 
though  slow  of  Ijclieving  it,  yet  the  tact 
gradually  enforces  itself  upon  him,  that  in 
this  country  a  man  is  measured  liy  his  poiktt 
rather  than  by  his  mind  or  heart.  Blood,  in- 
stead of  brains,  is  the  .standard  of  a  man,  an<l 
the  index  of  his  social  position,  (iold  ijuali- 
fies  a  man  to  exercise  the  elective  franchise, 
and  opens  to  him  the  only  highway  to  the 
halls  of  legislation.  Blood,  instead  of  brains, 
determines  hi;  capability  of  commanduig  in 
the  army,  or  directing  in  governmental  alfairs. 
The  Minnesotian  may  not  be  thoroughly 
cawer.sant  with  mathematics,  yet  he  very 
readily  discovers  a  formula  by  which  he  may 
accurately  determine  a  man's  relative  rank, 
or  social  standing.  Let  X  represent  M's 
wealth,  and  Y  represent  S's;  then, 

M  :  S  : :  X  :  Y, 
unless  indeed  they  are  of  "  high  blood,"  in 
which    ca.se,    if  m    expresses  the  quality  oi' 
M's  blood,  and  t  expresses  the  quality  of  S's, 
then  the  formula  t)ecome«, 

M  :  S  : :  x  plus  m  :  y  plus  t. 
Hew  ill  alst>discovcr  that  he  himself  is  already 
the  recipient  of  a  consideration  proportioned 
to  the  supposed  amount  of  cash  at  his  com- 
m.ind,  while  even  this  consideration  is  con- 
tinued to  him  only  on  the  condition  that  he  is 
able  to  conlirm  the  said  supposition.  He  will 
also  discover  th.at  his  dictionary  is  very  much 
at  fault.  Words,  to  which  he  has  been  accus- 
tomed to  attach  a  certain  sense,  tiear  a  very 
different  signilication  here.  For  instance,  the 
wor.l  respectable,  he  has  been  taught  to  regard 
as  having  reference  to  a  man's  character  ami 
behavior ;  here  it  has  reference  to  his  proper- 
tv,  it  distinguishes  him  from  a  pauper.  The 
term  (leii^tleiuan,  he  has  sui)po.sed  to  be  appli- 
cable to  a  man  of  intelligence,  good  character 
and  --'ood  manners.  Here  it  is  applied  to  any 
human-shaped  entity  who  is  possessed  of 
••indepen.lent  means,"  irrespective  of  charac- 
ter, intcBigenec,  manners,  soul  or  brains. 

We  cannot  help  coming  to  the  conclusion 
that  a  man  ".standing"  in  English  society  is 
upon  slii)pery  places,  and  very  different  from 
that  terra  firma  foothold  which  solid  merit, 
when  rccogniied,  gives  a  man.  Rank  is  more 
tlurtuating  here,  than  the  value  of  greenbacks 
in  America. 

London  is,  indeed,  a  very  great  city,  as  well 
as  a  very  ancient  one.  But  notwithstanding 
its  huge  dimensions  and  its  great  age,  it  has 
not  by  any  means  attained  its  growth  yet.  On 
the  contrary  it  is  growing  faster  than  ever. 
The  census  of  18.')1  sliowed  a  population  of 
•2,.''>62,'23G ;  that  of  18G1,  a  population  of '2,90.3,- 
034,  making  an  increase  in  tin  years  of  440,- 
709,  or  a  yearly  increase  of  44,079  inhabitants. 
In  18ol,  there  were  30-5,93.3  inhabited  houses; 
in  IS'U,  there  were  3t3'2,890,  consequently  an 
increase  of  ;5<;,9.57,  or  .5,f)95  yearly.  The  whole 
of  what  is  called  London  occupies  an  area  of 
upwards  of  120  sciuare  miles.  17,000,000  cu- 
bic feet  of  gas,  and  90,000,000  gallons  of  water 
are  consumed  daily.  And  not  withstanding 
the  unparalleled  amount  of  crime  committed 
in  London,  according  to  its  numbers,  it  is  sup- 
plied with  upwards  of  1,100  places  of  wor- 
ship. 

O  elitr-born  city  of  St.  Paul,  dost  thou  hide 
thy  head  at  tlie  sight  of  this  gigantic  metrop- 
olis, this  city  of  lords  and  dukes,  of  kings  and 
princes,  of  pomp  and  jiageantry,  of  mansions, 
domes  and  palaces  glittering  with  uncounted 
wealth  ?  and  dost  thou  call  upon  the  hills 
that  encompass  thee,  standing  like  everlasting 
sentinels  round  about  thee,  to  screen  thee 
from  the  gaze  of  such  splendor  ?  Nay,  daugh- 
ter of  tiie  West,  thou  hast  nought  to  be  asham- 
ed of.  If  thou  has  never  felt  the  enchanting 
touch  of  royalty,  neither  hast  thou  groaned 
l^eneath  the  iron  yoke  of  tyranny.  If  thou 
hast  no  Hyde  Park,'neither  hast  thouaSmith- 
ficld,  drunk  with  the  blood  of  martyrs.  If 
thou  hast  no  Crystal  Palace  gardens,-  neither 
hast  thou  a  Golgotha,  If  thou  canst  not  boast 
a  British  Museum  neither  are  thy  annals  eter- 
nally disgraced  with  the  records  of  a  Newgate. 
If  thou  ha.st  not  l>een  the  scene  of  deeds  he- 
roic, illustrious  and  immortal,  ncitlier  will 
thy  memory  be  peqietuated  by  black  crimes 
and  unfathomed  iniquity. 

'J'he  English  are  great  observers  of  set  days, 
times  and  seasons.    Pre-eminent  among  these 
is  Christmas  and  New  Years.    This  is  a  sea- 
son of  general  jubilee.    Families  that  have 
been  separated  all  the  year,  once   more  unite 
under  the  same  roof.  Brothers  and  sisters  who 
have  not  seen  each  other  for  a  twelve-month, 
with  father  and  mother,  gather  again  around 
the  same  board.    Witli  them  itis  indeed  a  sea- 
son of  great  joy.    livery  society  and  every 
Sunday  school  has  now  its  tea-party,  by  way 
of  regaling  the  people    and    replenishing  its 
funds,  and  thus  they  observe  it.    It    U   oli- 
served  by  the  merchants,  who  have  not  fail.'d 
to  supply  themsches  with  elegant  Christmas 
clothing,  and  .something    selected  purposely 
for  servants  to  bring  home  as  a   suq)rise   to 
father  and  mother.    It  is  observed    by  the 
authors,  who  have  each  written  some  special 
book  or  story  for  the  season.     M'ceks  ago 
every  available  space  in  the  towns  has  been 
occupied  with   such  strange  adverti.scments. 
"Mrs.    Lerripur's    Lodgings;"    "Ho\v  alxnit 
that  alfair  of  yours  .'"  "What  has  Iwcome  of 
Mary  ?"    arc    specimens  of  what  meet  your 
eye  at  each  corner    They  are    the    titles  of 
the  stories,  and  designed  to  excite  a  curiosity 
in  the  public  mind  which  will  not  be  satislied 
until  the  work  is  procured  and  read.

The  grand  dinner  j^iven  to  Major  (ien- 
eral  (irant  by  the  citizens  ol  .St.  Louis, 
at  the  Lindeli  Hotel,  last  night,  was  a 
magnificent  allair.  The  large  dining- 
room  of  the  LindcU  had  been  bcadifally 
decorated  with  American  tlags.  draping 
the  windows  in  brilliant  festoons  (ar- 
ranged by  :VIr.  Vodges)  and  a  large 
American' eagle  sat  ])erched  upon  the 
wall  with  outspread  wings. 

'1  he  tables  were  decorated  with  fancy 
cakes,  creams  and  exrpiisite  bou(iuet3,  and 
covered  with  the  choicest  viamls. 

Hon  Samuel  Treat,  President  of  the 
Committee  of  Arrangements,  was  seated 
at  tht'  centre  of  one  of  the  three  long  ta- 
bles, and  on  his  right  sat  (ien.

W.  G.  Klliot  and  Mr.  r>ndge.  At  the 
heads  of  the  diflerent  tables  were  Judge 
Rebel',  Mr.  J.  H.  Fisse,  Capt.  Rarton 
Able,  Mr.  J.  R.  Sickles,  Mr.  George  R.

(iencral  (irant  arose  amid  a  perfect 
storm  of  ap|dause,  but,  true  to  his  reso- 
lution never  to  make  a  si>ee('h,  he  simply 
said  : 

"(Jentlemen.in  response,  it  will  be  im- 
possible for  me  to  do  more  than  thank 
yon." 

The  third  tcist  w.is  read  : 

"The  .\rmy  and  Navy  of  the  United  .States." 

Music — "Kally  Uoiiud  the  Elag."

General  Rosecrans    responded.        lie 
said  he  was   but  poorly   tiualilicd   to    re- 
spond to  the  toast  which  has    been   given 
on  this  occasion  ;  nevertheless,  he  ielt   it 
his  dutv  as  an  olU'cr  ol    tho  army    to  n- 
turn  thanks  for  the  compliment.        It  has 
been  well  said  that  this  is    a    heroic   age, 
and  your  soldiers  will  appear,  in  compari- 
son with  former    ones,    as    giants.       We 
owe  honor  to  all  of  them,  from  the   high 
est  General  to  the  lowest   soldier   in    tin- 
ranks.     He  had  been  struck  t>y  the   sim- 
plicity,   earnestness,    and   devotion    di.^- 
plaved  by  the  soldiers,  and  regarded  this 
as  one  of  the  brightest  hopes  lor  the   sal- 
vation of  the  country.     We  are  asked  by 
croakers    whether    this     I'nion    can    be 
restored ;      he      had      seen      our      sol- 
diers       fraternizing        with        captured 
rebels,  forgetting  all  diflerences,  and  ex- 
pressing mutual    attachment    to    the   old 
llag  and  the  cause  of  the  Union.     He  had 
no  doubt  of  the  idtimate  restoration  of  the 
scattered  fragments  of  the  Confederacy. 
The  (Jeneral   related   an  anecdote  of  a 
rebel  soldier  captured    at  the    battle   of 
Chickamanga.     This  rebel  was  asked  by 
a  Federal  soldier  if  he  was    not   tired   of 
fighting  against  the  old  (iovernment,  and 
replied  that  he  would   fight  again  as  soon 
as  he  was  exchanged.     -'Well,"   &aid  the 
Federal  soldier,  "how  do   vou    like    the 
Western  boys  :'*'     "Well,  Pll  tell  you," 
replietl  the  rebel,  "the  brigade  that  came 
in  on  us  cotne  in  G — d  d — d  splendid."' 

Shouts  of  laughter  greeted  this  little 
anecdote  of  "Old  Rosy."'  and  General 
Schofield  was  loudly  called.

General  Schofield  said  he  was  grateful 
for  the  compliment  that  had  been  tendered 
him  He  had  been  here  most  of  his 
time  during  the  war ;  had  fought  for  Mis- 
souri, and  had  done  what  he  could  for  his 
country  and  for  the  State  of  Missouri. 
In  leaving  now  he  went  to  a  service  more 
in  accordance  with  his  taste,  .and  was 
happy  in  leaving  the  interests  of  Missouri 
in  the  hands  ol  the  best  man  that  coul(\ 
have  been  appointed  to  the  position. 

Three  cheers  were  given  for  Genet al 
Schofield. 

Brief  speeches  were  afterward.-*  made 
by  (4enerals  Osterhaus,  ]\IcXeil,  Totten, 
Lieut.  Gov.  Hall  and  many  others.

real  estate  seized  under  the  Conli.scation  act, 
and  their  free  entry  to  the  extent  of  eightj' 
acres  by  the  army  suhlier  ottwo  years'  service, 
white  or  black."  Any  building  or  improve- 
ments, or  implements  found  on  the  land,  may 
be  taken  at  the  appraised  value,  and  the  I'ni- 
ted States  .shall  have  a  lien  upon  the  land  for 
payment  for  them. 

— Tlie  Cincinitafl  Commenial  says : 
'•  When  Oeneral  fiordon  Granirer  recaptured 
Shelby  ville.  Tennessee,  he  found  one  Pauline 
Cusliman  in  a  rebel  prison,  where  she  had 
been  incareeratedjumler  sentence  of  death'asja 
federal  spy.  After  hearing  the  account  of  the 
sutfcrings  she  had  tindergonc  for  the  Union 
cause.  General  Granger  determined  Paulino 
should  receive  some  testimonial  of  apprecia- 
tion for  the  services  she  had  performed,  aud 
acc.jrdingly  she  was  formally  proclaimed  to 
Ix'  a  major  of  cavalry ;  thus  she  became  known 
to  the  soldiers  as  Major  Pauline  t'ushman.

Ilol>ert  F.  Crowell  vs.  K.  C.  I^ml^ert.

Cnder  the  Constitiuion,  the  i>erson  who 
may  be  elected  on  thehap{ienii)gof  a  vacancy, 
to  fill  the  ortice  of  Proliate  Jiulgc,  holds  the 
oHice  for  the  lull  coiisti'iitional  tenn  of  two 
years,  and  not  merely  for  ihe  unexpired  term 
of  his  predecessor. 

Hy  the  Court,  L.  Kninietr,  C.  J.  This  is  an 
aiipfiration  by  the  iiluiiititT  <jr  relator,  for  a 
l)ereinptory  ir/-// o/'wia«</<///iMa.  to  compel  the 
defcndiiiit  to  surrender  to  him  the  oltice  of 
pro' late  judge,  of  the  County  of  Kamsey,  to- 
gether with  the  records,  etc.,  ])ertaiiiiiig  there- 
to. The  plaintilf  founds  his  claim  upon  an 
election  to  the  oiiice  at  the  annual  election  of 
A.  o.  l.Mj."?,  while  the  defendant  insists  diatas 
he  was  elected  on  the  hai)pening  of  a  vaeainy 
to  till  the  olliee,  at  the  annual  election  of  iSi):', 
his  term  has  not  yet  expired  : 

ft  will  be  seen,  from  this  condition  «»f  atfairs, 
that  The  important  question  here  involved  is 
wJMther  the  defendant  was  elected  lor  the 
full  term  of  two  years,  or  merely  lor  the  «;»- 
er/>i/'i</ /('///i  of  his  pretlecessor.  This  qnes- 
tion  (leiieiids  entirely  up  lU  the  coustruclion 
which  sBoiild  be  given  to  Section  7  and  Sec- 
tion Iti  of  .Vrticle  VT  of  the  State  Constitution. 
They  are  in  the  language  following: 

*'Si-,':.  7.  Tlicr  ■  shill  Ijc  e.stabli>lied  in  each 
organi/.ed  county  uf  the  .State  a  Probate  Court, 
whicJj  shall  be  a  Court  of  Uecord,  and  shall 
be  held  at  sncli  limes  ami  places  as  may  be 
prescribed  by  law.  It  shall  be  held  by  one 
.ludge,  *ho  .sh.ili  lie  elected  by  the  voters  of 
iho  voiiut}\  for  !fir  tenn  (if  two  t/iurs.  »     *     * 

".Src.  io.  In  case  the"oflice  of  an;/  Judire 
shall  become  racasit,  before  the  expiration  of 
the  regular  tcriH  lor  which  he  was  elected,  the 
vacancy  shall  bgjtjjlcd  by  appointment  by  the 
tiovernor,  until  a  successor  is  elected  and 
t|ualitied;  and  such  succes.sor  shall  be  elected 
at  the  lirst  annual  electi«!i  that  occurs  more 
than  thirty  days  after  the  vacancy  shall  have 
happened." 

( I  have  italicised  those  portions  of  the  sec- 
tion-, upon  which  coun.sei  have  laid  particular 
stress.) 

(dviiig  to  the  hmguage  of  section  10  its  or- 
dinary meaning  we  should  .say  that  it  plainly 
dt'ilaix's  that  when  a  vacancy  occurs,  it  shall 
Ite  fiile.J  liy  appointment,  until  the  clcctioa  of 
a  succes.sor  in  the  manner  provided,  and  that, 
when  such  successor  is  elected,  it  shall  lie 
for  the  constitutional  term.  And  we  look  in 
vain  for  any  direct  authority  in  the  Constitu- 
tion for  electing  any  judge  for  a  .shorter  pe- 
riod. The  plaintilf  insi.sts,  however,  that,  in 
case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  ofliee  of  Probate 
Judge  at  any  rate,  the  successor  is  elected  to 
fill  only  the  unexpired  term.  How  this  can 
Ih'  done,  in  the  absence  of  any  provision  on 
the  subject,  and  in  the  face  of  the  above  pro- 
vision of  section  7,  declaring  that  the  Prolmte 
Judge  "*/(«//  be  elected  *  *  for  the  term 
of  twii  years,"  is  for  the  plaintiti'  to  show. 
But  we  are  told  that  the  Con.-titution  must 
lie  inter|K-eted  in  the  light  of  jirc^ious- 
ly  existing  statutes ;  and  as  the  stat- 
utes tlid  then  and  do  still  provide  that 
such  election  t^hall  be  to  fill  the  unexpired 
term  only,  that  tlie  constitution  must  have  in- 
tended the  same  thing;  or  at  least  to  leave 
the  whole  matter  to  be  regulated  by  the  Leg- 
islature. This  is  reversing  the  usual  rule  of 
interpretation,  and  we  shall  hesitate  to  adopt  a 
mode  .xo  novel  unless  there  be  something  in 
the  language  made  use  ot  in  the  constitution, 
which  caujiot  othei'wise  lie  satisfactorily  e.\- 
plainctl. 

It  was  not  contended  that  the  constructicjn 
insisted  on  by  the  plaintilf  would  Ije  the 
proper  construction  independent  of  the  stat- 
utes jeterred  to;  uud  if  such  be  the  true  in- 
terprct.nlion  of  the  M'ction,  it  applies  to  all  of 
the  judges  provideil  for  in  the  constitution ; 
for  there  is  no  fairground  for  distinguishing 
between  the  Judges  of  Probate  and  the  Su- 
preme and  District  Judges,  so  far  as  regards 
this  tpiestion  ;  if  the  successor  in  ,tlie  case  of 
a  Profjate  Judge  is  elected  to  till  the  unexpireil ' 
term  only,  the  same  result  must  follow  as  to 
all  the  other  judges.  .\nd  yet  if  this  controver.sj- 
was  concerning  the  otticc  of  District  or  Su- 
preme Judge,  noone  would  ever  have  thought 
that  the  statute  of  the  lateTemtory,  concern- 
ing vacancies  happening  in  the  ofiiee  of  Pro- 
bate Judge,  parsed  long  prior  to  the  adop- 
tion of  the  constitution,  would  control,  or  in- 
lluenee  in  the  least  the  construction  of  the 
clause  of  the  constitution  now  under  con- 
sideration. No  one  \\\  su('h  a  controversy 
would  seriously  have  urged  the  proposition 
that  a  person,  elected  district  judge,  on  the 
happening  of  a  vacancy  in  that  oftice,  held 
only  for  tiie  unexpired  term  of  his  i)rcdeccs- 
sor,  merely  because,  by  the  law  as  it  ex- 
isted, at  the  time  the  constitution  was  adopt- 
ed, a  person  elected  to  fill  a  vacancy,  in  the 
olHcc  of  judge  of  probate,  register  of'^decds,  or 
sheriff,  &c.,  held  only  for  the  unexpired  term 
— yet,  such  would  be  the  construction,  and 
such  the  s(de  reason  for  it,  if  the  view  con- 
tended for  by  the  plaintiff  be  correct.  We  do 
not  think  that  aid  in  arriving  at  the  proper 
meaning  of  this  section  can  be  derived  from 
such  sources.  It  rau.st  be  construed  as  mean- 
ing in  undid'  itself,  that  the  iK-r.son  elected  to 
the  oftice  of  judge,  on  the  happening  of  a 
vacancy,  holds  for  the  full  constitutional 
term,  or  el.se  merely  for  the  unexpired  term 
pf  his  predecessor ;  and  we  are  not  to  suppose 
that  it  was  left  to  the  Legislature  to  determine 
how  this  shall  l>e;  else  tlie  meaning  of  the 
section  could  never  be  ascertained,  until  tlie 
Legislature  should  act,  and  would  be  liable 
to  diangc,  as  often  as  that  body  saw  proper  to 
change  the  law. 

But  we  are  told  that  much  depends  upon 
the  use  of  the  words  ''tegular  term"  in  the 
section  and  that  it  can  be  accounted  for  onlv 
upon  tlie  theory  that  it  is  used  in  contradis- 
tinction to  the  unexpired  term  referre«l  to  in 
the  statutes.  We  shall  endeavor,  before  wc 
get  through  to  account  for  the  pR-sence  of 
this  tenn  "regular"  in  another  manner.  But, 
we  would  ask,  if  the  word  is  usi-d  in  the  fore- 
going sense  alone,  what  is  to  be  done  In  the 
event  of  a  vacancy  occurring  by  the  death  or 
resignation  of  a  judge  elected  to  fill  the  unex- 
pired term  of  his  preilecessor  ?  We  can  read- 
ily conceive  of  such  an  event  ha|)|)ening  even 
ditring  the  first  year  of  the  regular  term  of  a 
supreme  or  district  judge,  and  it  is  a  matter  ot 
no  small  importance  to  know  how  the  remain- 
ing six  years  are  to  be  filled,  if  the  construc- 
tion claimed  by  the  plaintiflis  to  prevail.  The 
constitution  in  that  case  would  not  authorize 
an  election  ;  for  the  vacancy  thus  t<»  be  filled 
occurs  only  in  thcregular  constitutional  term, 
as  con  ra-distinguished  from  an  unexpired 
term.  Nor  >\'ould  the  Governor  bo  authorized 
to  appoint  luider  this  section  tor  the  same 
reason ;  nor  has  he  the  authority  under  the 
general  power  given  hitn  to  fill  vacancies,  by 
section  4  of  Article  V  ;  bccauge  the  office  of 
judge  i?  not  one  of  tho?c  therein  enumerated, 
nor  is  it  a  State  or  district  ofliee  created  by 
authority  of  law  xhu-e  the  adoption  of  the  con- 
stitution ;  and  even  if  the  executive  could  ap- 
point under  this  general  power,  the  apnoint» 
luent  could  not  extend  beyond  the  next  elec- 
tion.   What  then  is  to  be  done  ? 

We  may  readily  sec,  therefore,  if  any  such 
cfTect  is  to  be  given  to  the  word  "regular," 
as  used  in  section  10,  taat  we  are  as  yet  with- 
out the  means  of  filling  a  second  vacanev, 
should  one  occur.  No  such  difliculty  presents 
itself,  however,  if  the  section  be  construed 
as  authorizing  an  election  for  the  full  term 
whenever  an  election  takes  place. 

Again  it  is  urged  that  an  insurmotintable 

dillieulty  arises  out  of  the  construction  claimed 

by  the  defendant ;    in  this,  that   the  person 

*  elected  to   fill  a  vacancy  would  necessarily 
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hold  the  office  beyiond  the  term  fixed  by  the 
constitiition ;  becaiiae  he  would  be  entitled  to 
enter  upon  the  duties  of  the  office  immediate- 
ly after  the  election,  which  occurs  in  Novem- 
ber, conseipiently  the  constitutional  term 
would  expire  the  same  month  ;  but  as  hi.'"  suc- 
cessor's term,  as  tire  law  now  stands,  would 
not  commence  until  the  first  of  January  fol- 
lowing, there  must  of  necessity  be  a  holding 
over  from  Noveraberto  January,  or  .i  vacancy 
during  said  time,  which  there  is  no  certain  or 
convenient  way  of  filling.  But  it  has  occurred 
to  us,  that  the 'objection  here  raised  can  easily 
Imj  avoided,  by  a  change  of  the  law  on 
which  the  diiliiailty  is  predicated.  If  the 
Legislature  have  the  right  to  fix  the  time 
when  the  term  of  otiice  of  any  judge 
or  other  ofiiee  created  by  the'  consti- 
tution shall  commence  or  terminate 
(which  we  deny,  if  thereby  the  duration 
o!  the  term  is  to  be  seriously  affected), — ..nd  if 
the  provision  of  statute  declaring  that  the 
regular  term  of  all  county  otficers  and  court 
ciHnmis.>ioncrs,  when  elected  for  a  full  term, 
shall  commence  im  the  first  of  January  next 
succeeding  their  election  (Latex  of  l.SOl,  chap. 
l."»,  spc.  4'<),  may  be  regarded  as"  an  exercise 
of  that  right,  so  tar  as  concerns  the  oftice  of 
Judge  of  Probate,  (which  is  more  than  doubt- 
ful.; still  we  do  not  sec  how  any  such  vacancy 
or  liolding  over,  as  suggested,  could  occur,  if 
the  person  elected  J-'.'ie  of  Probate,  on  the 
happeningof  a  vacu.»c,. ,  is  elected  for  the  full 
term,  because  the  statute  in  that  evmt  would 
expressly  apply  to  him,  and  he  coiibl  not  then 
qualify  before  the  time  fixed,  and  up  to  such 
time  as  he  could  thus  ijualify,  tbeappointee  of 
the  (Jovenior  would  ledd  the  otfice  by  express 
pl•ovi.^ion  of  the  Constitution.  It  is  e.xcecd- 
inglv  doubtful,  however,  w hetlier  the  statute 
aliove  roferieil  to  was  intended  to  apply  to  the 
oliiie  of  Prol»atc  Judge  or  to  any  ollieer  ex- 
ceju  those  wldcli  the  Legislatu.e  may  create 
or  alKilisli  at  pleasure. 

Hutadniittiug  thata  person,elected  Judge  of 
Probate  on  the  happening  of  a  vacancy  in  that 
office,  may  enter  upon  it:.  dutie.>  iiiiinediatcly 
after  his  election;  that,  being  elected  for  two 
years,  his  full  term  would  i;xpire  before  the 
first  of  January — and  that  if  he  held  over  until 
that  time  his  term  would  be  prolonged  to  that 
extent;  .still  there  is  no  violation  of  any  vital 
prineii>le  in  penuitting  him  so  to  do,  if  the 
prolongation  is  not  so  great  as  to  be  a  fraud 
upon  ti.eeon.-titutional  liinitation  of  the  term. 
The  Constitution  by  providing  that  the  per5on 
elected  to  almost  every  other  olllce  created  by 
thai  instrument,  shall  hold  it  for  a  term  cer- 
tain, iual  until  his  successor  is  elected  and  ijunl- 
ijlod,  admits  the  possibility  of  bis  holding  be- 
yond tlie  tenn  prescribed,  but,  as  we  have 
hlre.uly  .said,  the  ililliculty,  if  any  here  exists, 
can  easily  Ik;  remedied  by  the  le.:.;i-ialure. 

We  are  not,  however,  without  authority  on 
these  questions.  All  these,  objections  appear 
to  have  been  urged  in  the  case  of  I'he  I'eujile 
cv.  tireen  '1  Wend.,  "iof!,  which  was  alnio.-t. 
identical  with  the  citse  at  bar,  both  as  to  the 
facts  and  the  principles  involved.  By  the 
Constitution  of  the  State  of  New  York,  it  was 
provided  that  shcrills,  *  *  *  should  be 
elected  onci  in  every  three  years,  and  as  ofttn 
ati  raca)ieies  should  happen ;"  but'  nothing 
further  was  >aid,  either  in  regard  to  the 
term  of  such  ofliee,  or  as  to  the  time  when 
it  should  commence  or  terminate.  A 
vacancy  having  occurred  in  the  ofiiee  of  Sheriff 
«d"  Cayuga  County,  (jrecn.  the  defendant  in 
that  action,  was  elected  sheriff;  and  at  the 
treneral  election  immediately  preceding  the 
time  when  the  recular  term  would  havi;  ex- 
pired, one  Gallup,  the  relator,  was  elected  to 
the  i.anie  ofliee;  but  when  the  newly  elected 
officer  asked  admission  into  the  otiice,  Green, 
the  incumlxnt,  refused  on  the  ground  that  he 
was  not  elected  merely  to  fill  the  unexpired 
term  of  his  predecessor,  but  for  a  full  consti- 
tutional term  of  three  years;  and  that  his  term 
therefore  had  not  then  expired.  In  that  State 
as  in  this,  there  was,  or  had  been,  a  statute  de- 
claring that  a  person  elected  to  fill  a  vacanev  in 
the  office  of  Sherill,  Register,  ifec,  should  hold 
only  tluring  the  unexpired  term  and  also  a 
law  similar  to  ours  fixing  the  first  of  January, 
next  succeeding  an  election,  as  the  time  when 
the  term  of  ofiiee  should  cemmence.  Gallup 
then  insthuted  proceedings  in  the  nature  of  a 
(jHo  warranto,  in  the  name  of  the  People,  to 
oust  Green.  It  will  fhusle  seen  that  every 
question  involved  in  the  present  case  was  also 
involved  in  that; — anil  un  examination  of 
the  points  there  made  and  urged,  will 
show  iliat  they  could  not  have  been  more 
nearly  identical  in  substance  with  the  points 
urged  in  this  proceeding,  had  the  one  been 
copied  word  for  word  from  the  other. 
There,  as  in  this  case,  they  attempted  to  draw 
a  distinction  between  the  regular  and  the  un- 
expired term — insisting  that  this  was  the  only 
way  to  preserve  the  h.irmony  of  the  govern- 
mental system  established  by  the  con.stitution, 
which  made  it  essential  that  all  general  elec- 
tions should  be  hebl  on  the  .same  day,  and 
that  the  political  and  all  oflicial  years  should 
commence  at  the  same  time.  And  the  s:mie 
argument,  ub  inconvenient i,  was  argued,  to 
wit,  that  the  defendant  or  respondent  in  that 
case,  having  the  right  to  enter  upon  the  duties 
of  the  olfice  immediately  after  his  election  in 
the  month  of  .September,  his  term  of  oftice,  if 
he  held  for  the  full  term,  would  expire  also 
in  said  month,  and  unless  a  special  election 
soould  be  ordered  at  great  inconvenience,  he 
would  necessarily  hold  the  oftice  thence  to 
the  first  of  January  following,  when  alone  his 
successor  could  enter  upon  the  office ;  and 
that  this  course  would  be  equivalent  to  ex- 
tending the  constitutional  term.  The  pro- 
ceedings were  conducted  for  the  relator  with 
characteristic  ability  by  Hon.  Benj.  F.  Butler 
and  the  late  Judge  Bion  son;  and  the  several 
questions  raised  were  determined  by  that  em- 
inent jurist,  the  late  Judge  Marcy.  in  an  ex- 
haustive opinion,  wherein  he  decided  that  the 
vacancy  was  in  the  ofliee  and  not  merely  in 
the  term  of  service  of  the  iiersoii  selected 
to  fill  it.  That  although  there  was  no  ex- 
press designation  in  the  Constitution  of  the 
State  of  New  York  of  the  term  for  which  a 
Slierilf  was  to  hold,  yet  it  was  fixed  at  three 
rears  by  the  strongest  implication.  That  an 
election  on  the  happening  of  a  vacancy,  was 
for  the  full  term  and  not  for  the  unexpired 
terra  of  the  predecessor.  That  the  framers  of 
the  Constitution  must  have  foreseen  that  such 
contingencies  would  frequently  arise,  and 
therefore  it  was  "reasonable  to  infer  that  if 
they  intended  that  persons  elected  to  fill  va- 
cancies in  the  oftice  of  Sheriff,  happening  be- 
fore the  expiration  of  the  term  of  the  present 
incumbent,  should  hold  for  a  shorter  period 
than  the  general  term,  they  tcould  not  have 
left  that  intention  to  he  evolved  by  ingenious  dis- 
tinctions and  dubious  inferences."  And  after 
stating  that  elections  for  Sheriff  are  not  by  the 
Constitution  to  be  held  oftener  than  once  in 
three  years,  except  in  cases  of  vacancy,  he 
pertinently  asks:  "In  what  part  is  it  declared 
or  from  which  of  its  provisions  are  we  author- 
ized to  infer  an  exception  in  case  of  a  person 
elected  to  an  olfice  vacant  by  the  death,  resig- 
nation or  removal  of  his  predecessor .'"  and 
"why  should  he  not  hold  as  long  as  he  would 
have  done  if  elected  at  the  end  of  a  full  term  <" 
We  may  also  repeat  the  same  questions  in  re- 
gard to  our  own  Constitution. 

The  principles  decided  in  The  People  vs. 
Green  were  afterwards  aflirincd  by  Savage,  C. 
J.,  iu  the  case  of  The  People  ts.  Coufant.  11 
l\'e)id.,  132,  and  by  the  Chancellor,  when  the 
fatter  case  went  to  the  Court  of  Appeals,  II 
Wend.,  oil.  And  in  the  several  opinions  giv- 
en, the  matter  of  legislative  construction  of 
the  constitution,  though  treated  as  entitled  to 
respectful  consideration  when  shown  to  have 
been  made  Willi  due  deliberation,  was  never- 
theless regarded  as  of  no  importance  when  the 
meaning  of  the  constitution  was  so  plain. 

We  might  here  leave  this  matter,  satisfied 
that  the  construction  wc  have  given  to  this 
danse  of  our  constitution,  js  amply  sustained 
by  both  reason  sind  authority ;  butthere  is  still 
another  source  from  wjiicli  its  scope  and 
meaning  may  l>e  gathered.  In  both  the  New 
Y'ork  cases  above  alluded  to,  the  courts  looked 
freely  into  the  debates  of  the  convention  which 
framed  their  constitution,  in  order  to  gather 
theretVom  the  intention  of  that  body  in  adojit- 
ing  the  clause  they  were  endeavoring  to  con- 
strue ;  and  this  court  in  the  ease  of  Minn.  & 
Pacijio  R.  R.  Co.  vs.  Sibley,  2  Minn.,  13,  has 
also  acknowledged  the  propriety  of  a  similar 
course. 

We  need  not  explain  here  the  dual  charac- 
ter of  our  constitutional  convention ;  we  will 
be  suiHciently  understood,  when  we  refer  to 
one  as  the  convention  presided  over  by  the 
Hon.  Mr.  Sibley,  and  to  the  other  as  that  pre- 
sided over  by  the  Hon.  Mr.  Balcombe.  To 
premise,  then,  the  whole  of  the  article  on  the 
judiciary  which  was  adopted  by  the  joint  com- 
mittee of  the  two  conventions,"  and  which  now 
forms  the  t3th  article  of  the  Constitution, i8,with 
the  exception  of  the  tenth  section,  identical 
with  that  which  was  passed  by  the  convention 
over  which  Mr.  Sibley  presided ;  and  we  must 
look  therefore  to  the  debates  in  this  conven- 
tion rather  than  the  other,  for  light  in  regard 


to  the  meaning  and  intent  of  the  diflerent  sec 
tions  of  the  Article  When  the  Article  was 
reported  to  this  convention  by  the  judiciary 
committee,  and  that  body  had  the  report  un- 
der consideration,  Mr.  Chase  moved  to  amend 
section  3,  by  striking  out  the  woni  "  seven," 
and  inserting  the  word  "  six"  and  adding  the 
following : 

"  At  the  first  election  one  supreme  judge 
shall  be  elected  for  two  years,  one  for  four 
years,  and  one  for  six  years." 

This  p.m«ndment  was  favored  by  Judge 
Flandran  on  the  ground  that,  although  at  the 
first  election  the  judges  would  all  be  chosen 
at  once,  yet  if  the  ainendnient  prevailed  it 
would  never  again  occur, — but  upon  an  ex- 
planation fionr  Judge  Sherburne,  the  chair- 
man of  the  judiciary  committee,  the  amend- 
ment was  not  agreed  to.  He  lemarivcd  as 
follows : 

"  Mk.  SjiKitiuitxK. — ^The  gentlem.an  says  it 
has  been  u.'^nal  for  Judges  .of  the  Supreme. 
Court  to  be  elected  for  dilfercnt  terms.  That 
proposjiiou  was  iirescnted  before  our  conuint- 
tcc.  1  took  occasion  to  look  into  the  diircreiit 
constitutions,  and  did  not  find  more  than  one 
or  two  instances  where  that  course  htid  been 
pursued.  But  Mr.  Chairman,  I  do  not  bciiexo 
m  the  doctrine,  and  I  hardly  see  how  tl;e  mem- 
bers of  this  convention  c.in  favor  a  proposition 
of  that  kind.  I  believe  that  seven  years  is 
little  enough  time  for  a  Jud-.,'o  of  the  Supreme 
Court  to  occni)y  the  bench.  It  is  oiijccted 
that  the  Judges  slioiiU  not  all  go  out  at  the 
same  time.  Well,  sir,  if  that  should  be  the 
result,  Icm  hardly  see  what  barm  would  fol- 
low, but  it  would  rirely  ever  hai)i>en  i)ractical- 
ly  tint  the  terms  of  two  Judges  will  run  out  at 
the  same  time.  Smne  of  tlK;u  iesi.rii :  some 
die;  some  become  t>o  old  mid  iniiiiu  :  and 
the  re-ult  is  that  tlioy  are  appointed  at  ditlor- 
ent  ).criods.  I  believe  it  will  be  found  in 
practice,  thtit  there  i.t  no  possihh  necessity  for 
any  sneh  provision  to  areomjilish  the  o'lju-t 
ichieh  the  irentl'/nan  Irishes  to  reinh.^' 

Ml:.  I'i,a.\1)i;m  . — "I  think  it  would  be  very 
well  for  some  arrangenient  of  this  kind  to  b  > 
made  to  start  wiih,  when  our  machinery  /ioo 
into  operation.  Afft^r  that  they  mini,  </-v  the 
genflentdu  suygestn,  be  elceled  uf  dijf'erent  pe- 
riods leithoiii  ony  special  provision  o/i  //('•  sub- 
jeet. 

.Mit.  SirF.KiiniNK. — "If  Ihc  gentleman  wiil 
oflTcr  an  amendment  fixing  the  terms  of  ofiiee 
of  tic  judges  to  be  elected,  at  the  first  elec- 
tion at  ihree,  .-ix.  and  nine  years,  I  will  con- 
sent to  it,  ahhoryh  I  consider  such  u  pn.iisio/i 
nnneressury.  But,  .-ir,  1  think  und-r  no  eirci'ni- 
stancrs  should  «•:•  clat  a Judf/rfur lico ydrn." 
(See  tlic  dfliafi^  i'l  Constitutioiial  Oonvention 
as  reported  by  I'rances  11.  Sniiili,  pages  ."ill.!.'. ) 

This  explanation  seemed  to  satisiy  the  lon- 
vcntion  that  time  would  obviate  the  olijcctioii 
w  hich  the  amendment  was  intended  lo  rem- 
edy ,aiid  the  matter  was  not  again  alluded  to  af- 
terwards. These  cxtiaers  arc  sufiicieiitio  show 
that  it  was  the  understanding  of  this  conven- 
tion, that  when  a  Suinemo  Jiid,'e  slioubl  be 
elected  on  the  happening  of  a  vacancy,  he 
would  hold  the  full  constitutional  term ;  for 
in  no  other  way  could  the  objection  airainst 
all  the  judges  going  out  at  onetime  be  obvi- 
ated; and  as  the  same  laimuage  is  apjilicd  by 
the  constitution  to  the  District  Judges,  and 
Judges  of  Probate,  it  follows  that  they,  too, 
must  always  be  elected  forthc  full  terni.  The 
great  object  of  having  then  so  elected,  as  may 
ciearly  be  gathered  from  the  debates,  being  to 
preveiit  short  terms. 

The  .article  on  the  judiciary  which  had  been 
passetl  by  the  other  convention,  or  that  over 
which  Mr.  Balcombe  presided,  ])rovided  for 
the  election  of  one  of  the  supreme  judges  lor 
three  years.onc  for  six, and  one  for  nine  years 
at  the*  first  election,  Init  that  their  successors 
should  all  be  elected  lor  nine  years — thus 
guarding  against  the  objection  before  men- 
tioned. The  24th  section  of  this  article  was 
as  follows : 

"Src.  '24.  In  case  the  ofliee  of  any  Judge 
shall  become  vacant  before  the  expiration  of 
the  regular  term  for  which  he  was  elected,  the 
vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  of  the 
fJoveriior  until  a  successor  is  elected  and 
qualified.  And  such  successor  shall  be  elect- 
e<l  for  the  unexpired  term,  at  the  first  annual 
election  that  occurs  more  than  thirtv  days 
after  the  vacancy  shall  have  happened." 

The  joint  cominitteeof  conlVrenee  appointed 
by  the  two  diflferent  conventions,  had  before 
tliein  the  constitution  which  each  had  passed, 
and  when  they  united  upon  a  common  con- 
stitution to  be  submitted  to  the  bodies  by  wliicli 
thev  were  accredited,  they  adopted,  as  we 
l.avc  lieforc  remarked,  the  judiciary  article 
passed  by  the  Convention  pre.-ided  over  by 
Mr.  Sibley,  with  the  exception  ol  its  tenth 
.section  and  one  other  unimportant  featiiie; 
ami  as  the  other  Convention  had,  w  ithout  a 
dissenting  voice,  guarded  expressly  against 
the  terms  of  the  Judges  of  the  .Supreme 
Court  all  ending  at  the  same  time,  it  is  but 
reasonable  to  presume  that  the  members  of 
the  committee  from  that  body  were  satisfied 
from  the  explanations  of  the  members  from 
the  other  Convention,  among  whom  was 
Judge  Sherburne,  their  chairman,  that  the 
articles  which  they  adopted  answercil  the 
same  purpose  practically.  When,  however, 
the  committtee  came  to  examine  the  tenth 
section  of  that  article  as  it  was  passei  by  the 
Convention  which  submitted  it  to  their 
consideration,  it  was  njcctcd,  for  the  reason, 
doubtless,  that  it  did  not  fix  any  time  when  an 
election  should  take  place  on  the  happening 
of  a  vacancy;  and  section  24,  above  recited,  of 
the  other  Constitution,  was  substituted,  strik- 
ing out,  however,  the  words,  ^\for  the  unex- 
pired term,"  but,  by  oversight  perhaps,  sutler- 
iiig  the  relative  word  "regular"  to  remain. 
The  article  as  thus  adopted  by  this  committee, 
was  re))orted  to  the  separate  Conventions  ami 
adopted  by  them  resjiectively.  We  think 
there  is  special  significance  in  the  fact  that 
these  words  were  thus  stricken  out  or  omitted 
by  the  committee,  since  it  may  be  regarded  as 
the  joint  act  of  the  two  conventions,  and  as  a 
deliberate  rejection  of  a  proposition  to  elect 
forthc  unexpired  term  only,  when  a  vacancy 
should  happen  in  the  office  of  any  judge  ;  the 
very  proposition  in  fact  upon  which  tlie  ))lain- 
tiff  or  applicant  here  luedicates  his  application 
lor  a  peremptory  wTit  of  mandamus. 
Tho  application  must  be  denied.

As  easily,  then,  as  we  perceive  the  dirterence 
between  a  soft,  warm   atmosphere  and  a  cold 
piercing  one.  so  easily  docs  the  Minnesotian, 
when  suddenly    thrust    into  London  society, 
realize  the  difference  between  a  democratic 
and  monarchical    atmosphere— for  we  main- 
tiiin  that  the  form  of  government  under  which 
a  society  exists  has  not  the  least  to  do  with 
the  social    temperament;  indeeil,    it    is    the 
basis  of  the    .social    structure.

Gold  t|uali- 
lies  a  man  to  exercise  the  elective   franchise, 
and  oitcns  to  him  the  only   highway  to    the 
halls  of  legislation.    Blood,  instead  of  brains, 
determines  hi;  capability  of  commanding   in 
the  army,  or  directing  in  governmental  alfairs. 
The  Minnesotian  may  not  be  thoroughly 
conversant  with  mathematics,    yet    he  very 
readily  discovers  a  formula  by  which  he  may 
accurately  determine  a  man's  relative   rank, 
or  social"  standing.      Let    X    represent  M's 
wealth,  and  Y  represent  S's;  then,

Words,  to  which  he  has  been  accus- 
tomed to  attach  a  certain  sense,  bear  a  very 
different  gignilication  here.  For  instance,  the 
word  respectable,  he  has  been  taught  to  regard 
as  having  reference  to  a  man's  character  and 
b.liavior ;  lierc  it  has  rcferchce  to  his  proper- 
tv.  it  distingni.shcs  him  from  a  pauper.  The 
term  gentleman,  he  has  supposed  to  bo  ai)pli- 
cablc  to  a  man  of  intelligence,  good  character

It  is 
observed  by  the  beggars,  (l)egging  is  a  regu- 
lar profession  here,)  who  make  some  extra 
efforts — in  fact  it    seems   as    if  every  body 
turned    beggar    at    this    time    of   the   year*

— The  bill  of  Senator  Wilson  to  secure 
homesteads  to  persons  in  the  military  service 
of  the  United  States,  contemplates  the  pur- 
chase, in  the  name  of  the  United  States  by 
the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  of  all  out-lying 
real  estate  seized  under  the  Confiscation  act, 
and  their  free  entry  to  the  extent  of  eighty 
acres  by  the  army  soldier  ottwo  years'  service, 
white  or. black.  Any  building  or  improve- 
ments, or  implements  found  on  the  lantl,  may 
be  taken  at  the  appraised  value,  and  the  Uni- 
ted States  shall  have  a  lien  upon  the  land  for 
p;iyment  for  them. 

— The  Cincinnati  Commercial  says : 
"  When  General  Gordon  Granger  recaiiturcd 
Shclbyville.  Tennessee,  he  found  one  Pauline 
Cushman  in  a  rebel  prison,  where  she  had 
been  incarccrated'iinder  sentence  of  deathyasja 
federal  spy.  After  hearmg  the  account  of  the 
sufferings  "she  had  undergone  for  the  Union 
cause.

In  regard  to  the  time  when  the  further  ad- 
mission of  pat icnts  from  Miuncsotamust  cease, 
I  am  of  opinion  that  all  of  your  '■  Recent  cases' 
inav   be  admitted  tor  a  number  of  years  to 
coiiie,  provideil  you  do  not  send  us  any  more 
"C/ironir  Casis."    We   call  a   case   "recent" 
when  the  insanity  dating  from  tirst  symptoms 
is  of  less  than  one  year's  duration,  always 
dating  from  tirst  symptoms.    •

Hc  farther  urged  that  the  appropriation  in  the 
bill  be  lelt  as  it  was,  and  said  that  this  was 
small  enough  for  such  a  service.    It  had  been 
stated  that  every    Indian  killed  during  the 
Expedition  had  cost  the  Government  nearly 
$100,000.    Would  it  not  l)e  cheaper  and  better 
to  sthnulate  frontiersmen  to  kill  the  Indians  ? 
And  in  reference  to  the  additional  value  of 
Littte  Crow's  death  tons,  compared    with  a 
common  brave,  in  war  the  world  over,  a  chief- 
tain or  leader  is  rated  in  cartels  of  cxcliange 
as  worth  a  number  of  privates.     It  was  to  the 
State  as  if  some  one  bad  killed  the   leader  of 
the  Southern  Rebel  lion.    What  price  would 
the  country  deem  too  large  for  such  a  service  ? 
Senator  THACHER  said  if  it  was  true  as  was 
reported  that    the    captors  of   Little  Six  and 
Medicine  Bottle  were  about  to  ask  for  bounty, 
he   moved  to  lay  this  bill  on  the  table  until 
that  comes  in,  and  act  on  all  at  once.    Lost. 

Senator  RICE  moved  to  amend  the  com- 
mittee's report  so  as  to  give  Nathan  Lampson 
Srm  and  his  son  SUM). 

Senator  MORRISON  secmded  this  amend- 
ment. He  said  he  was  at  the  siege  of  Hutch- 
inson, and  in  command  of  our  forces  a  p.irt  of 
the  time.  Mr.  I-impson  was  foremost  in  aid- 
ing him,  and  gave  a  quantity  of  provisions 
from  his  farm  to  the  soldiers.  He  was  a  clever 
old  gentlemen,  and  entitled  to  any  amount  ot 
bounty.  If  left  to  him  he  should  have  made 
it  larger  than  the  bill  tixed  even. 

Senator  STEVENS  urwd  the  allowance  ol 
the  amount  in  the  bill.  The  fact  that  the 
Committee  had  allowed  more  than  ordinary 
showeil  that  tliev  deenuvl  the  s.-rviccs  more 
meritorious  than  if  Little  Crow— lor  it  was  un- 
doubtedly him  that  was  killed— had  been  a 
common  warrior.  The  criterion  shou  d  l)e. 
what  are  the  services  worth,  as  it  would  be  m 
the  ca.se  of  a  laborer.  l.itmps«n  had  done 
more  than  than  kill  a  common  Indism,  and 
deserved  more  than  the  usual  bounty. 

Senator  DANIELS  said  he  ha<l  only  as.sent- 
ed  to  the  amount  reported  by  urgent  solicita- 
tion. If  Lampson  claims  any  relief  on  ac- 
count of  poverty,  let  it  come  in  that  ?hape. 
He  may  be  a  worthy  man— so  arc  thousands 
of  others  who  lost  their  all,  and  were 
wounded  too,  in  the  Sioux  War. 

The  question  being  taken  on  Senator  Rice's 
motiiMi,  and  tli-  yeas  and  nays  being  ordered, 
there  were  yeas  C,  ami  nays  10,  as  follows  :

THE  LAMPSOX  APPUOPRI.VTION. 

Senator  DAN  IKLS,  from  the  Committee  on 
Claims,  made  a  report  on  the  House  Bill  ap- 
propriating a  sum  of  money  to  Nathan  and 
Chancy  Lampson,  for  the  killing  ot  Little 
Crow.  The  report  cut  down  the  amount  to 
.7f.:iOO  tor  Niithan  Lampson,  and  8100  for  hiu 
son.    The  report  created  a  warm  debate. 

.Senator   WAllNEK   said    that  the  original 
Slim,  (#VSOO)  was   not  too  large   for  the  act  ot 
these  men.    They  had  evinced  great  bravery, 
and  bv  the  killing  of  Little  Crow  rendered  the 
people  of  the  State  a  very  important  service- 
one  which  really  could   not  bo  estimated  in 
dollars  and  cents.    Mr.  Lamp.son's  serTiccs 
should  certainly  Ije   properly  rewarded.    lie 
had  remained  on  his  claim  when  the  region 
was  abandoned,    had    fought    at  the  siege  of 
Hutchinson,  and  a  reward  now  for  this  con- 
duct would  encourage  others  to  remain  on  the 
frontier,  and    Hght    back    the  savages.    The 
killing  of  Little  Crow,   was   a  very  important 
event    in  the    Indian   War.    It  deprived  the 
Sioux  of  their  chief  and   leader — thus  knock- 
ing, as  it  were,  the  key-stone  from  the  arch  of 
their  rebellion,  disheartening  and  intimidating 
them.    Kven  if  their  meeting  with  Little  Crow 
and  killing  him  was  accidental,  they  were  eu- 
tithd  to  a  handsome  testimonial  from  the  peo- 
ple of  the  State.    But  it  was   not  exactly  so. 
It  is  true  they  were  hunting  deer  when  they 
fell    in  with     Little    Crow,    but  they    were 
quarter  of  a  mile  off  when  they  saw  them,  and 
being  as  yet  unpercieved,  could  have  escaped, 
but  not  .so— they   at    once    determined  to  kill 
the  Indians,  and  crawled  on  hands  and  knees 
several  rods  through  the  bushes  to  get  a  shot 
at  them.    The  result  is  known.    They  killed 
the    Sioux  Chieftain — that   arch-demon  who 
had  led  the  hordes  of  savages  to  slaughter  igid 
rapine,  and  rid  our  State  of  the  monster.    Mr. 
Lampson  was  woundeil  badly,  and  lay  on  the 
ground   several  hours  until  help  came.    He 
did  not  even  get  the  scalp  bounty  for  the  In- 
dian killed.    He  did  not  even  dare  go  back  to 
his  claim,  and  is  now  living  in  a  house  loaned 
to  him  by  a  man  at  Bloomiugton.    He  has  lost 
two  or  three  sons  in  the  war,  and  is  now,  in 
his  old  age,  destitute  and  helpless.    The  sura 
at  first  proi>oscd  in  the  bill,  ^;500,  was  little 
enough.    His  constituents,   he   knew,  would 
willingly  bear  their  part  of  it. 

Senator  DANIELS  replied.    He  said  that 
the  lact  of  Lampson's  poverty  was  not  before 
the  Committee.    The  questiiJh  with  them  was 
simplv— what  should  be  allowed  for  killing 
LittleCrow  ?    It  was  not  shown  to  them  that 
he  did  anvthing  to  "  protect  the  frontier."    In 
fact  his  own  statement  to  the  Committee  was 
that  he  was  tilling  his  land,  which  was  within 
our  pickets,  and  had  gone  there  to  harvest  his 
oats.    Being  in  want  of  meat  they  went  hunt- 
ing—fell in  with  Little  Crow,  and   killed  hira. 
That  was  only  what  any  man  would  have 
done,  and  he  thoughtthe  Committee  had  been 
very  liberal  in  allowing  ^400  for  a  chance  shot. 
It  was  fortunate  if  it  tnms  out  to  beLittleCrow, 
but  that  fact  made  no  difference  in  the  mer- 
its of  the  case.    If  we  allow  a  large  sum  for 
this,  we  will  have  any  quantity  of  similar 
claims.    The  men  who  captured  Little  Six  and 
Medicine  Bottle  already  want  a  bounty,  and 
80  will  every  man  who  has  fought  with  and 
killed  Indians.

the  subject.  Under  this  intUieifce  I  was  induced 
to  give' my  A  ote  for  John  Bell  for  President, 
supposing  his    election  would  tend    more  to 
quiet  the  excitement  then  existing,  than  that 
of  aiiv  other  candidate.    The  people,  howev- 
er, having  elected  Mr.   Lincoln,  I   thought  it 
the  duty  of  all  trood  citizens  to  acquiesce  in 
their  decision.    And  I  determined  to  judge  of 
his  administration  for  myself,  without  regard 
to  the   approbation  of  his  political  friends  or 
the  denunciation  of  his  enemies.    And  I  am 
free  to  eonftss^^hat  my  admiration   of  the 
President  has  nwn  constantly  increasing,  as 
his  successive    acts   have    evidenced    to    my 
mind  his  superior    satcsmanship,  until    it  is 
now  my  sincere  conviction,  that  when  iioster- 
itv  shall  write  the   histi^ry  of  our  Presidents, 
his   name  will   stand  on  the   list,    second  to 
none  but  ^Vashington.    I  may  entertain   too 
exalted  an  idea  of  Mr.  Lincoln's  abilities,  but 
to  show  that  I  am  not  alone  in  this  opinion,  I 
will  read  an  extract  in  relation  to  him,  Irom  a 
late  Paris  letter,  to  a  New  York  weekly,  giv- 
ing the  opinion  of  the  distinguished  French 
writer,  Laboutayc :

He  hatl  dis- 
ptoved  llie  oft  repeated  charge  that  the  Con- 
stitution would  prove  too  feeble  a  bond  for 
war  time ;  that  if   was  nothing  but  a  rope  of 
sand,  etc.;  and  had  shown  its  capacity  to  en- 
dure the  rudc.-t  shojU   I '.i.it  !:.id  ever  assailed 
the  fundamental  institutions  of  any  govern- 
ment on  earth.    The  great  peril  of  the  Ameri- 
can Constitution  had  always  been  the  exist- 
ence of  slavery,  and  that  monstrous  theorj-  to 
which  slavery  necessarily  gave  rise— the  ex- 
aggerated doctrine  of  states  Plights,  whith 
hiid  gained  possession   of  the    wiiole   public 
mind  of  the  South,   and  had   even  atfccicd 
some  classes  of  politicians  in  the  North.    In 
Fleering  the  bark  of  State  at  such  a  time,  Mr.

Europe.  The  tone  of  the  leading  jour- 
nals in  England  and  France,  with  few  excep- 
tions, was  at  once  modified  or  turned  m  favor 
of  the  Government,  and  so  strong  were  the 
demonstrations  made  by  the  people  m  ^M 
favor,  that  from  that  day  to  this  the  British 
(Jovcrnmcnt  would  scarcely  have  dared  to 
interfere  in  favor  of  the  rebellion.  But  at 
home  this  measure  has  produced  already  the 
most  important  results.  .        ,     ,      r 

Not  oiilv  have  the  rebels  lost  hundreds  o. 
thousands  of   the    laborers  who  were  r.aising 
bread  for  their  armies  and  building  their  lorlifi- 
cations,  but  liftv  thousand  or  more  negro  sol- 
.liers  have  enlisted  in  the  Government  .service, 
and  are  now  occupying  the  places  of  so  many 
whitemen, whoarethiis  left  at  hometocantrib- 
utcto  the  prosperitv  of  the  North,  and  wc  may 
safelv  estimate  the  number  of  these  troops, 
bifofe  the  close  of  the  next  campaign  will  be 
tribled  or  iiuadruplcd.    Among  the  evident 
results  to;)  of  his  emancipation  policy,  arc  the 
preparations  u'.w  being  made  in  the  Border 
States  to  rid  tiicinsclves,  by  the  means  thcrelii 
indicated  of  what  remains  of  slavery   within 
their  liiuits;  Missouri  and  AVc.«t  Virginia  have 
alreadv   initiated  the  measures  necessary  to 
effect  this  oltject,  and  Delaware  and  Marylnml 
(my    nUivc    Statcl     are    already    ].rcparmg 
to    follow    in    their    footsteps.      And    here 
kt     me    remark,   in     passing,    that   1    shall 
re<'ard  the  dav,  should  I  live  to  see    it,  vvhen 
that  State  to  me  ever  dear,  shall  r,d  herself  ol 
the  incubus  of  Slavery  as  o:,c  of  the  happiest 
davs  of  niv  life.    And    when  we  contemplate 
the"  ultimate  extinction  of  this  great  national 
curse  as  the  grand  consetiuence  of  perseyer- 
aiicc  in  this  policv.  how  can  we  do  less  than 
number  Mr.  Lincoln  among  the  greatest  bene- 
fact'irs  of  his  race. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  amnesty  proc- 
lamation,—another  evidence  of  his  superior 
statesmaiisliii>,— we  already  begin  to  see  some 
of  the  rebellious  States  preparing  to  come 
back  to  the  Union,  and  rebel  soldiers  by 
thousands,  asoppor  unity  offers,  ready  to  re- 
turn to  their  allegiance.

His  weight  Is  estimated  at   coii- 
siderably  less  tb.an  nine  pounds,  which  is 
a  good  weight   lor  a  fine   child  ol    fully 
nine  months'    development;  six   pounds 
would  probably  be  nearer   the  truth,  and 
yet  leaving  nothing  to  regret. 

"  Everv  one  is  of  course,  anxious  to 
know  how  the  Prince  is  to  be  brought  tip. 
He  will  be  suckled  by  a  wet-nurse.  The 
s.irae  difiiculties  presented  themselves  in 
this  as  in  other  matters,  frotn  the  utiex- 
pected  and  premature  arrival  of  the  little 
■tranger.  A  nurse  was,  however,  care- 
fully selected  in  the  emergency  by  Di-. 
Sieveking  from  those  on  the  list  of  the 
York  road  Lying-in-Institution— Mrs. 
Cornor,  a  married  woman  of  irreproach- 
able characte'r,  good  health  and  antece- 
dents, and  possessing  the  ref|uisite  physi- 
cal iiualities.  Thi  little  Prince  feeds 
well,  and  in  in  excellent  health."

—  Sergeant  Plunkett,  who  lost  one 
arm  and  part  of  the  other  at  the  battle  of 
Fredericksburg,  while  bearing  the  colors  of 
the  Massachusetts  Twentv- first  regiment,  has 
had  an  artificial  joint  attached  to  his  left  arm, 
and  can  now  hold  a  fork  between  the  lingers, 
take  off  or  put  on  his  cap,  and  help  hhusell 
considerably.

able to  the  country.  How  then,  Mr.  Presi 
dent,  I  wonld  ask,  can  wc  expect  Mr.  Lincoln 
to  escape  detraction,  who  h.is  so  suddenly 
arisen  from  comparitive  obscurity,  tothe  most 
prominent  position,  not  only  in  this  country, 
but  in  the  world  ? 

We  all  recollect  how  reluctant  he  was  to 
believe,  in  the  goodness  oi  his  heart; 
what  desperate  measures  were  resolved  uj)on 
at  the  South,  r.'.ther  than  sabmit  to  the  choice 
of  th&  people  in  the  election  of  a  llepublican 
President,  and  who  can  but  admire  his  toueh- 
iug  appeal  to  the  patriotism  of  the  So;ith,  in 
his  inaugural  address.

Tbe  London  Lancet,  the  leading  medi- 
cal authority  in  England,  has  the  follow- 
ing account  ol  the  recent  event  in  the 
royal  family : 

"The   almost  romantic  incidents  which 
surrounded  the  birth  of  the  infant  prince 
just    born  lo   the  royal  line  of  England 
have    naturally    given  rise  to  even  more 
than   the  ordinary    loyal   interest  which 
such  an  event   could  not,  under  any  cir- 
cumstances, fail  to  excite  throughout  the 
country.     All   the  particulars  have  been 
chronicled  with  minuteness  and  with  gen- 
eral accuracy  although  some  small  errors 
have  been   made,    in   the  anxiety  to  pre- 
sent all  those   pleasant   domestic   details 
which   every   woman's  heart   in  England 
would   rejoice   to  know,   concerning  the 
young  mother    and    the  infant,    around 
whon"  centre   now  so  many  atfectionate 
and  good   wishes.     The  delivery  of  her 
Royal  lligness  wi.s  not  altogether  so  Mid- 
den and    without  premonitory  warnings 
as   has  been  currently  reported,  nor  is 
there   any  reason  to  suppose  that  it  was 
prematurely  hastened   by  her  visit  to  the 
ice.     Slight  symptoms  existed  in  the  ear- 
lier part  of  the   day,   which  some  of  the 
more   experienced   of  the  ladies  around 
the    Princess  attributed   to  what  proved 
latter  to   be   the  true  cause.     But  Her 
Royal  Highness,  equally  with  the  Prince, 
has'  the   strongest  dislike  to  what,  in  or- 
pmary  phrase,  is   called  'making  a  fuss,' 
and  on  this    occasion   preferred   to  pass 
over  these  matters  as  of  no  moment. 

"On  returning  from  the   ice  at  about 
G  o'clock  the   symptoms   were   more  ur- 
gent.

Meantime,    however,    it  was 
evident  that  more  immediate  aid  was  le- 
(juired,  and  Mr.  Henry  Brown,  of  Wintl- 
sor,  was  summoned,  and   had  the  happi- 
ness ol  bringing  the  infant  prince  into  the 
world.     Mr.  Brown  is  a  general  practi- 
tioner of  considerable   local  repute,  and 
enjoys  the  confidence  ol  the  royal  family, 
with  whom  he  has  been  habitually  brought 
into  professional  relations.     The   fortui- 
tous  circumstance   which   plaeeif  in  tlie 
hands  of  a  general  practitioner  the  honor

The  plot  against  the  life  of  the  Emperor 
Napoleon  was  detected  by  the  French 
police,  and  one  of  the  conspirators,  an 
Italian  named  (Jreco,  turned  s-fate's  evi- 
dence against  his  accomplices — Trabucco, 
Imperatori  and  Saglio.  On  his  examin- 
tion  (ireco  told  a  circuinstantial  story, 
impluating  :\lazzinl,  who  was  described 
as  having  been  the  leading  spirit  in  the 
enterprizc  of  assassinating  Napoleon- 
Greco  positively  declaring  that  Mazziiu 
h.ad  furnished  him  witn  bombs,  pistols, 
poisoned  daggers  and  money. 

In  the  London  papers  of  the  1  fth  in- 
stant, however,  Mazzini  published  the 
following  emphatic  denial  of  any  know- 
led.'c  of  the  plot  which  Greco  charged 
upon  him : 

MAZ/INl'.S  DEXI.VL. 
"To  the  Editor : 

"SiK  .  Accusations  of  cvcr>-  description  have 
been,  since  the  arrest  of  four  Italians  at  P.sris, 
charged  with  an  attempt  agaipst  Lotus  Napo- 
leon,' heaped  unon  me  by  the  org  ins  of  the 
French  j,'overni"uent  and  repeated  by  the  Y.n- 
gli^ll  press : 

"It  has  always  been  my  known  habit  not  to 
discuss  aceus.itions  put  forth  against  me  by 
avowed  enemies ;  an<l  I  feel  a  special  disiike 
to  do  so  when  the  accusations  come  from  a 
man  who,  as  far  as  in  him  lies, is  by  mere  bru- 
tal force  de;iriving  my  country  of  the  unity 
which  she  claims,'  and  making  of  Rome  the 
basis  of  operations  of  the  brujanduije  infesting 
the  south  of  Italv. 

"Yielding,  however,  to  solicitations  ot  dear 
English  friends,  I  do  declare  : 

"That  I  never  did  instigate  anybody  to  kill 
Louis  Napoleon. 

"That  I  never  did  give  to  anv  man  bombs, 
air-guns,  revolvers  or  daggers,  for  that  pur- 
pose. ,  „     ,, 

"  That  Trabucco,  Impeniton  and  Saglio  are 
entirelv  unknown  to  me. 

"  That,  therefore,  the  meeting  summoned 
at  Lugano,  the  absurd  place  of  iiiidcr-lieuten- 
ant  giver*  to  Imperatori  in  a  brigade  of  four 
men,  a»d  the  givhig  of  the  photographs  to  the 
men,  are  aVisolute  falseh-iods. 

"  That  mv  photographs,  with  my  autograph 
at  the  botto"m,  arc  sold  for  the  Venice  Eman- 
cipation Fund  at  Milan  at  the  office  of  the 
I'nita  latliana  and  elsewhere. 

"  That  no  letter,  with  or  without  money, 
has  ever  been  addressed  by  mc  to  Greco  in 
Paris.  . 

"Greco  I  know.  IIundriKls,  I  might  say 
thonsands.  of  voung  men  belonging  to  our 
national  party  "of  action  arc  known  to  me. 
Greco  is  an  enthusiastic  patriot  who  took  an 
active  part  in  the  enteri'rises  of  1800  and  ISGl 
in  the  soatth  of  Italy ;  and  he  has  had.as  such, 
contact  with  me.  Any  note  of  mine  in  his 
possession,  if  there  is  any,  must,  however, 
belong  to  at  least  nine  or  ten  months  ago. 

"  Enough  in  reply    to  accusations  hitherto 
merely  grounded  oh  French  police  reports. 
"  I  am,  sir,  vours  faithfullv, 
"  January  H.      .    JOSEPH  M.\ZZINI."

The  Lontlon  Times,   calling   attention 

to  this  letter,  says  : 

•'  Mazzini  has  committed,  in  our  opin- 
ion many  acts  which  amount  to  tht^^grav- 
est   political    offenses,    but   he   is   well- 
known  to  be  a  luan   of  perfect  truthful- 
ness, and   we   unhesitatingly   accept   his 
denial  of  this   horrible   accusation.      His 
letter,  moreover,   bears   strong   internal 
evidence   of  veracity,    and   he    accounts 
satisfactorily  for   the    fact  of  his    photo- 
graphs, with  his  sign.aturc,    having  been 
found  in  the  possession  of  the  conspira- 
tors.    It  is  true  that  some  of  the   French 
accounts  of  the  plot  state  that  other  docu- 
ments in  Mazzini's  handwriting  have  been 
found  on  conspirators,   but   one   of  the 
accounts  we  e.vtracted   from  the   French

There  was,   besides,    a   glaring 
improbability  about  the  whole  of  Greco's 
story.    Mazzini's   folly  would  have  been 
more  amazing  even  than  his  villany  if  he 
had  entrusted  a  plot  of  this  character   to 
suth  an  extravagant,  bombastic  braggart 
as  Greco  is  represented.      There   is   an 
air   of  rhodomontade    about   the   whole 
story   as,   attributed  to     Greco,     which 
threw  a  doubt  over  the  very  existence  of 
the  plot  even  in  Paris.      That  there   was 
a  plot  of  some  sort  can,    perhaps   hardly 
be  doubted,   but   it   may   be   considered 
certain  that  ^lazzini  has  had   nothing   to

— The  total  vote  polled  in  the  recent 
Territorial  election  in  Idaho  was  7,^12,  of 
which  Governor  Wallace,  the  Union  candi- 
date, received  4,3S9,  and  Jmlge  Cunnady,  op- 
position, received  r.,o2.3,  sriving  the  former  a 
dear  majority  of  866  votes.  In  the  Council 
there  are  six  Unionists  and  one  opposition, 
and  in  the  House  ten  Unionists  and  three  op 
position. 

— Quantrell  is  reported  in  the  vicinity 
of  Gaines'  Landing.  lie  recently  visited  a 
house  at  that  point,  carried  off  the  owner,  and 
took  out  goods  with  the  intention  of  burning 
them.  The  huly  gave  them  S20  to  desist  from 
the  undertaking,  which  they  agreed  to  do. 
She  went  olf  to  get  assistance,  and  next  morn- 
ing they  burned  the  house.  The  owner  was 
subsequently  released.  Quantrell  declares 
that  it  makes  no  difference  with  him  whether 
the  war  ends  or  not,  as  he  is  not  connected 
with  the  Confederate  army.  Ilis  men  have 
burned  some  cotton,  but  no  boats  have  been 
tired  into  of  late. 

— Robert  Grignon  perished  in  a  snow- 
drift near  his  own  house  on  New  Year's  day, 
about  eight  miles  from  Oshkosb,  Wisconsin. 
He  was  widely  known  as  the  warrior  who 
captured  Black  Hawk.

It  exceeds  in  its  crystal  purity  the 
"Wenham  Lake  ice."  of  Boston,  which  is  sent 
in  such  immense  quantities  South  and  to  the 
Tropics.  Place  a  Press  against  one  end  of  a 
block,  and  y.m  can  read  the  medium  size  type 
clear  through  it— nearly  four  feet ! 

This  winter  our  river  ice  is  twenty-six  mch- 
es  think.  Mr.  Svmonds  tells  us  that  he  has 
cut  ice  fortv-two  inches  thick  on  the  some 
spot !  Year  with  vear  it  averages  twenty-four 
inches.  TJic  thickness  of  the  ice  is  no  crite- 
rion of  the  severity  of  the  weather.  Snow 
prevents  it  from  freezing  thick,  and  a  severe 
winter  with  no  snow  will  give  better  ice  than

CiNCiNATi,  February  2,  1864— The  history 
of  the  late  scare  in  East  Tennessee  is  publish- 
ed in  the  Gazette,  this  morning.

The  Operations  of  the  Sea- 
son, and  the  Process  of 
Cutting  and  Packing. 

THE  EXTENT   0  F  THE  TRADE.   THE 

ENORMOUS  SUPPLY,  AND  THE  IN- 

CREASING  CONSUilPTION. 


It  is  difficult  at  this  season  of  the  year  to 
so  homilise  about  ice  as  to  make  our  readers 
feel  the  necessity  and  value  of  it  during  the 
dog  days,  when  the  air  is  sweltering  with  sul- 
try heat,  and  the  walls  ot  one's   domicile  or 
otiice  are  radiating  the   intense  roasting  rays 
of  the  sun,  nnrelieved  by  a  breath  of  cool  air. 
It  is  then  that  ice  is   looked  on  as  indispensa- 
ble at  anv  price,   and  a  neees.iitij  as  well  as  a 
luxury.     To  the  rich  and  poor  alike  it  has 
T»oconie  such— universal  in  its  use,  and  grown 
to  be  an  article  ot  trade  and  commerce,  gath- 
ered in  the  frosty  days  of  winter  to  market  m 
the  summer,  the  same  as   fuel  and  potatoes 
are  stored  in  the  fall,  to  warm  us  during  the 
••cold  cycle."     Nor  can  it  ever  fall  into  the 
hands  o'f   monopolists    or   speculators,    like 
Fuel,  or  Provisions,  or  Land— exclu<ling  the 
poor  from  a  share  of  it.    Nor  does  the  "crop- 
ever  fail  (at  least  in  this  locality,)  like  Com, 
or  Wheat,  or  Grass,  or  Potatoes  sometimes  do 
in  everv   locality  through  frojt  or  drought,  or 
loo  much  rain.    Any  poor  man  who  has  ac- 
cess to  a  lake  or  stream— and  who  has  not  in 
Minnesota  ?-can,  with  a  few  dollars  and  a 
little  gumption,  build  a  good  ice  house  and 
secure  a  supply     for    his  summer  use,  and 
there  is  scarcely  a  well-to-do  farmer  in  Min- 
nesota who  does  not  pack  a  few  tons  of  ice 
every  winter.  « 

But  in  this  city,  where  consumers  cannot 
do  this,  the  business  is  necessarily  managed 
by  companies  who  make  it  a  sole  business  to 
gather  and  .-tore  ice  in  the  winter,  and  deliver 
it  to  customers  in  the  warm  weather.  There 
are  two  regularly  organized  Ice  Companies 
in  Saint  Paul,  who  do  a  large  business,  wliilc 
several  other  parties  pack  ice  in  a  small  way.

THE    ICE    TRADE   OF  ST.   PAUL. 

The  pioneer  ice  merchant  of  St.  Paul  is 
Charles  Svmonds.  He  cut  the  first  ice  ever 
lut  in  the" Northwest  for  sale,  in  the  winter  of 
1S.50.  He  hajs  now  three  large  houses,  em 
plovs  four  teams,  and  sixteen  men.  This  is  a 
winter  force.  In  sumn.er  only  eight  men  arc 
nccessarv.  Mr.  Svmonds  has  just  finished  a 
new  ice  house  on  Robert  street,  for  his  retail 
trade  in  lower  town.  His  ice  house  near  the 
upper  levee  supplies  upper  towo,  and  the  one 
on  the  levee  is  for  the  steainlioat  trade.  Each 
one  contains  about  2.000  tons. 

The  Wagner  firm  have  two  liouses  each,  of 
about  the  same  capacity,  making  a  total  of 
about  Ten  Thousand  Toms  of  ice  stored  for  the 
St.  Paul  consumption   during  next   summer's 
dog  davs.    Wc  can  certainly  keep  cool  while 
"slriusrages."    The  retail  season  commences 
about  May  1,  and  lasts  sometimes  into  Octo- 
ber.   The  busy  season  is  in  the  sultry  days  of 
Julv  and  Aujjust.    For  about  six  weeks  the 
we  wagons  run  almost  day  and  night.    There 
is  then^scarcelya  family  who  does  not  use  ice, 
and  indeed  it  has  become  a  necessity,  not 
merely  a  luxury.    It   is  used  in   "refrigerat- 
ors," which  every  family  has,  to  preserve  meat, 
game,  butter,  friiit,  vegetables,— to  cool  water 
^>)_to  make  ice-cream,  &c.    It  is  used  in  the 
sick  room,— hotels. saloons,  grocers,  butchers, 
See,  consume  it  in  immense  quantities.    For 
:50  cents  per  week  a  f.imily  can  get  a  cubie 
foot  or  more  per  day,— and  who  could  be  in- 
duced to  do  without  it  in  the  dog-days  ? 

It  is  nominally  retailed  at  5^  cents  per  hun- 
dred pounds.    But  in  reality  a  private  family 
gets  two  or  three  hundred  pounds  a  week. 
There  is  no  danger  of  monopolies  in  this  bus- 
iness.   The  ice  is  free  to  all.     Still,  it  requires 
capital  and  experience  to  succeed  in  the  trade. 
The  ice  packed  in  the  houses  probably  costs 
one  dollar  per  ton.    It  sells  in   quantities  at 
say  v«  >  per  ton.    But  there  is  great  loss  (pcr- 
hapsc.ne-thiiHl)  by  wastage  from  thawing,  and 
from  non-paying  consumers,  &c.    The  inter- 
est   on    capital    invested,    risks,    insurance, 
wages,  &c.,  leave  only   an  average  profit  of 
about  one  dollar  per  ton— perhaps  less.    The 
"profits"  are  often   on  the  wrong  side  of  the 
ledger,  as  some  have   found  to  th  jir  sorrow 

who  went  into  the  business.

is  now  at  the  height  of  the  harvest.    The 
weather  has  been  verv  favorable  for  the  ope- 
rations, and  a  good  quantity  will  be  housed. 
Themahod   of  cutting  is  quite  simple.    The 
surface  is  first  cleared  of  snow  for  several 
acres,  by  a  scraper  drawn  l»y  a  horse.    When 
the  clear,  smooth  surface  of  the  hard  ice  is 
exposed,  a  narrow,  straight  furrow  is  made 
by  hand,  which  serves  as  a  guide  for  the  ice 
markers,  which  are  immediately  set  to  woik 
plowing  ont  a  furrow  half  an  inch  wide  and 
an  inch  deep.    With  each  new  furrow  the 
guide  runs  in  the  last  made,  so  that  the  strip 
laid  off  is  of  an  exact  width  from  end  to  end. 
Into  these    lines  the  large    ice  plow  strikes, 
and,  being  drawn   backwards   and   forwards 

two  or  three  times,  cuts  a  furrow  half  an  inch  ,  ,  ^  »

mills,  probably  the  only  striking  difference 
being  the  teeth,  each  one  of  which,  going 
from  the  point  to  the  heel,  is  a  tritle  longer, 
therefore  cutting  a  little  deeper,  than  the  one 
immediately  before  it.  These  furrows  run 
for  several  hundred  feet  up  stream. 

The  next  work  is  to  separate  these  long  sec- 
tions. They  are  sawed  loose  at  the  ends,  and 
then  by  means  of  wedges  in  the  furrows,  are 
pried  loose,  and  now  float  in  the  wa- 
ter, a  huge  cake  hundreds  of  feet  long,  and 
about  two  feet  wide.  Of  course  the  cur- 
rent pushes  this  down  towards  the  foot  of  the 
field,  where  the  work  of  lifting  from  the 
water  and  loading  on  the  sleds  is  performed. 
It  is  here,  by  axes  and  huge  cleavers,  cut  off 
in  blocks  about  four  feet  in  length,  and  pulled 
from  the  water,  by  means  of  hooks  inserted 
in  poles,  and  a  slide. 

Got  out  on  the  surface  of  the  ice  it  is  now  a 
crystal  block  about  four  feet  long,  two  thick, 
and  two  wide,  and  weighs  .500  lbs.  It  is  push- 
ed up  another  slide  on  the  sleds,  and  hauled 
oflf  to  the  ice-house.

'•Any  of  the  State,  countv  or  district  oliicers 
that  niav  be  chtted  or  appointed  to  till  vacan- 
fio:*.  mav  unalifv  ami  enter  upon  the  ditties 
ot  their"  ofliee  'imnK-di:itely  thereafter;  and 
when  elccteil  they  may  hold  the  same  daring 
the  un.  xpiivd  frrn  for  wldch  they  were  elect- 
ed and  iiualified." 

Ir  would  be  natural  to  suppose  tiiat  this 
seitiou  of  the  law  had  direct  bcarin-  upon  the 
ca-c  in  hand,  and  was  bhuling  unless  abso- 
lutely declared  to  be  nuconstitutional. 
This  they  do  not-  attempt  to  d),  but 
allude  tl  its  existence  only  in  the  most  hiei- 
t.il  a  manner,  and  refer  especially  to  the  prt- 
eedin?  statutes  of  the  territory,  as  thouj^'h 
they  w.  le  the  only  ones  eontainini;  this  pro- 
vision, and  from  this  argue  that  it  is  not  l>iui'.- 
inu  because  passed  previou:S  to  the  Con.-titii- 
tional  Convention.  lint  they  deny  that  the 
matter  can  be  reinlatcd  by  the  Le;rislature 
and  thus  by  implication,  at  least,  pronounce 
this  statute  uneoustitntioua!. 

We  believe  it  to  Ix*  a  well  established  legal 
principle  that  courts  are  not  at  liberty  to  pro- 
n»:ince  a  law  uncunstilutional,  or  nidify  it  un- 
less it  is  clearly  repugnant  to  the  constitu- 
tion. There  is  ample  authority  for  this  rule 
one  of  which.  17th  N.  Y.  (0  Smhh)  iU,  we 
(juote  as  follow-; : 
"I  have  sai  1  enonirh,  T  tru'^t.  to  satisfy  even 


coiitroversv  would  seriously  have  ur^ed  the 
proposition  that  a  person  elected  District 
Judffc.  on  the  happening  of  a  vacancy  m 
oliice,  held  only  for  the  unexpired  term." 

The  Court  still  prefers  to  call  up  the  old  ter- 
ritorial law  rather  than  refer  to  the  act  of 
ISfil,  and  perhaps  with  the  premises  assumed, 
no  one  woulil  "urge  the  proposition,"  but  ta- 
king Into  consider.-ition  the  ignored  statute 
whiii  we  have  <pioted,  the  Court  would 
not  find  it  adilticult  matter  to  obtain  a  person 
who  "would  seriously  urge  that  a  District 
.nidge  elected  on  the  happening  of  a  vacancy^ 
held  only  for  the  unexpired  term."  We  are 
reliably  informed  that  Judge  Vanderburg  in 
District  No.  !,  who  was  elected  to  fill  a  vacan- 
cy, as  well  as  his  opponent,  consiilercd  that 
the  eleetioii  was  but  for  the  unexpired  term, 
and  the  canvass  was  conducted  with  th.it  gen- 
eral understanding.

The  identity  is  very 
well  estaldished  with  one  important  exception, 
and  that  is  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of 
New  York,  which  is  wholly  ditiercnt  from 
that  of  Minnesota. 

The  case  wa>  concerning  a  contested  Sher- 
itfalty  and  the  constitution  provided  that  the 
^lleriIV  should  be  elected  once  in  three  years 
and  (IS  often  as  a  tmnniy  shoiihl  /lapjun. 

Now  mark  the  vliirerence.  Our  constitution 
provi.lcs  that  the  Probate  Judge  is  to  be 
"  elected  for  the  Ti:i{M  of  two  years,'*  but  it 
doe^  not  add  "  and  as  often  as  vacancies  shall 
happen."  The  vacancyelause  in  oiireon.-<titutioii 
provides  that  when  the  o^cc  (not  the  term)be- 
eoiues  vacant  before  the  expiration  of  the  ,ri/- 
iilnr  HUM,  the  vacancy  shall  lie  Idled  by  ap- 
poinlment  by  the  (Jovemor,  until  a  successor 
is  elected  and  ipialified.  In  other  wtmls,  the 
appointment  is  to  be  made  l)y  the  fiavernor 
to  continue  "until  a  successor  is  elected  and 
(pialilied,"/o/-  (Jn;  ntcnnci/.  It  seems  to  us 
that  this  is  the  only  coiTCct  construction  that 
can  be  put  upon  the  clause,  but  admitting  that 
there  is  cipial  ground  for  this  construction 
and  the  one  put  upon  it  by  the  Court,  the 
ex')li;it  statement  of  the  statute  should  deter- 
mine the  (|uestion  and  this  positiim  is  amply 
sustained  by  the  New  Y'ork  report  from  which 
we  have  already  quoted.  Furthermore,  the 
'ourt  in  citing  the  Iscw  York  cases,  states 
th.it  Judg'  Marcy  who  mule  the  decision, 
declarc<l  that  "the  vacmcy  was  in  the  oj/he 
and  not  merely  in  the  term  of  service  of  the 
person  elected  to  till  ir."  And  also  "  that 
there  was  no  express  itriii/iintitm  in  the  con- 
stitution of  the  State  of  New  York,  of  the  tfim 
for  which  the  Sherilfwas  to  hold." 

The  Constitution  of  Minnesotd  does  cxjjress- 
Iv  designate  the  tkiim  for  which  the  Probate 
Jud^e  is  to  hold,  an<l  herein  lies  the  fatal  dis- 
crepancy between  the  cases.  The  term  being 
lixed,  the  admission  that  the  vacancy  occurs 
in  the  office  and  n(it  in  the  term  grants  the 
c.ise  to  the  plainfitf. 

Tiie  final  point  made  ]>y  the  Court  c  m- 
sists  ill  iiuoting  from  the  Constitutional  de- 
bates. It  shouhl  be  borne  in  mind  that  there 
were  two  Con.-fitutional  (Conventions  in  ses- 
sion at  the  same  time,  and  the  proceedings  of 
each  were  submited  to  a. joint  committee,  'fhe 
importaiuc  of  the  quotations  can  be  Judged 
t-rom  the  fact  that  they  are  taken  from  the  de- 
bates in  one  convention  only,  while  the  other 
convention  viewed  the  matter  in  an  entirely 
ditiercnt  light.  The  conlliet  of  opinicm  was 
harmonized  by  the  Joint  Committee,  the  pn>- 
cvedings  of  which  were  not  reported,  though 
the  learned  Court  thinks  it  "but  reas(mab!c  to 
prcHiimt"  that  their  opinion  and  intent  wa?  in 
aceord.ince  with  this  deeisum. 

Hcsides,  it  was  neither  the  7th  nor  KKh  sec- 
tion of  .Article  VI,  upon  the  construction  of 
which  the  Court  says  the  tlceisiou  depends, 
but  sectiim  third  that  was  debated,  and  it  is 
only  made  to  apply  in  this  case  by  a  far  fetched 
inference. 

The  make-shift»  to  which  the  Court  was 
o'/iiged  to  resort  in  order  to  dovetail  the  dc- 
cisicm  to  suit  the  emergency,  would  be  amus- 
ing il  the  subject  was  not  of  such  grave  im- 
portance.

He  drew 
tire  of  these  batteries  and  discovered  that  the 
works  Avcrc  swarming  with  the  enemy  and 
deemed  it  prudent  to  fall  back  to  the  protec- 
tion of  his  lillc  pits,  where  he  remained, but  to- 
wards night  the  enemy  opened  upon  and  en- 
deavored to  force  him  to  retire  from  that  po- 
sition. 

He  held  his  ground,  losing  alwut  thirty-one 
men,  killed  and  wounded,  and  rested  his  com- 
mand in  the  rillc  pits  during  the  night.

Our  own  eonstitutijn  provides  that  the  ter- 
ri'orial  lav'S,  not  repugnant  to  the  constitution, 
shall  remain  in  force  until  repealed,  &c. 

We  can  account  ior  this  Court  not  having 
decidod  the  law  (directly)  uncons.itutional  on 
no  more  charitable  hypothesis  than  that  they 
lincir  the  act  was  "  supported  by  a  reasonable 
intendment"  and  that  it  was  not  rrpnr/nant  to 
the  constitntion. 

"  But,"  savs  the  Court.  "  we  are  told  that 
much  depends  upon  ti:e  use  of  the  wonl 
'  re"u!ar  term'  in  the  seition,  and  that  it 
cairoiilv  be  accounted  tbv  upon  the  theory 
tha»  it  is  used  in  contradis^inetii)n  to  the  un- 
expired term  referred  lo  in  the  statutes.  We 
shall  endeavor,  before  we  get  through,  to  ac- 
"rouot  for  this  term  'regular'  in  another  man- 
ner." 

As  this  is  an  important  point,  we  confess  to 
a  considerable  degree  of  uiterest  to  know  how 
this  was  to  Iw  "  accounted  for  in  another  man- 
ner." and  were  much  relieved  to  find  its  pres- 
ence attribntetl  to  an  "  urersiijhl"  un  the  part 
of  the  Constitutional  Convention. 

Is  it  noi  singular  that  the  term  of  ofHce  as 
procribed  by    the  Constitution  in  aiialagous 
cases,  should  signify  an  integral  term  of  years, 
but    iu  the  ease  of  the  prolmte  judge,  where 
the  same  language  is    used,  the  term  expires 
with  the  change  of  officer?    In   the  case  of 
State  Senator  the  ofHcc  is  held  for  two  ye.irs 
and  when  a    vacancy    occurs    a   successor  is 
elected  to  fill  the  anexpired  term  and  not  for  a 
newtcrmof  two  years.    The   same  principle 
is  ileveloped  in  the  case  of  State  otliecrs  and 
only  changes  when  we  come  to  probate  judge. 
Onr  Legislatures,  Executive  olllccrs  and  other 
o.Iicials  have  always  regarded  and  acted  upon 
the  principle  that,  the  "regular  term"  was  in- 
dicative of  a  term  of  years  and  not  dependent 
for  existence  upon  the  length  of  service  of  the 
incumbent,  but  the  Court  very  cavalierly  re- 
marks that  "we  are  not  to  sup].osc  that  it  w as 
left  to  the   legislature  to  determine  how  this 
shall  be." 
The  Court  assumes  that  in  t!iC  case— 
"t)f  District  or    Supreme  Judge    no    one 
■would   ever  have  thought  that  the  statute  of 
tiie  late    territo  v,  concerning  vacancies  hap- 
pening in  the  oirice  of  Probate  Judge,  passed 
lou"  prior  to  tiic  adoption  of  the  constitution, 
would   control    or  inliuence   in  the  least  the

Certainly;  where  the  law  and  constitution 
favor  the  defendant  they  must  stand,  but 
when  they  are  on  the  plaiutifl'sside  "the  Ley- 
islature  can  easily  remedy  the  difficulty,"  and 
thev  must  be  ignored. 

The  casual  observer  may  not  remember  the 
circumstances  connected  with  the  Court  which 
renders  this  decision.     They  were  elected  in 
October,  18o7,  at  the  same  time  that  delegates 
were  chosen  to  the  Consttutional  Convention, 
and  commenced  to  draw  their  salnn/,  on  the 
following  January.    It  was  not  until  the  next 
May  that  the  State  was  admitted  and  they 
actually    entered  upon  the    duties  of   their 
oliice,        so      that,      though        the      con- 
stitutional   seven    years    term    fo.-     which 
they     were     elected,     expires     next     Jan- 
nare,  they  can,  nmler  their  oirn  decision,  hold 
over  until  May,  ISCo,  five  months  longer  than 
was  intended  by  the  Constitution.

Information  has  reached  here  that  yester- 
day morning  a  reconnoissance  in  force  started 
irom  the  army  of  the  Potomac,  and  that  con- 
siderable cannonading  took  place  at  :Mai-tin's 
Ford,  on  the  Rapidan,  during  the  day  and  at 
live  o'clock  in  the  aftcriioon  musketry  began 
and  continued  until  dark.

The  Star  of  this  eveiiuig  h.as  the  following  : 
Parties  from  the  front  represent  that  we  expe- 
rienced considerable  loss  on  the  return  of  our 
troops  from  the  late  demonstration.  It  is 
stated  that  some  of  our  pontoons  were  lost  at 
the  Rapidan  whereby  the  enemy  was  enabled 
to  pick  up  some  of  our  men  who  had  not  rc- 
cnjssed. 

It  is  also  stated  that  a  rebel  cavalry  force 
crossing  above  Morton's  Ford  intercepted  a 
couple  of  our  regiments  who  were  forced  to 
cut  their  way  through  with  some  loss.  These 
reports,  it  sliouJd  be  added,  are  not  at  all  defi- 
nite and  have  not,  up  to  noon  to-day,  been 
confirmed  by  anything  received  at  the  \\  ar 
Dcpartmei't. 

Latki:. — Parties  arriving  from  the  front 
this  forenoon  state  that  when  our  troops 
pushed  acrosss  at  Germania  Ford  they  found 
rebel  rifle  pits  in  that  immediate  vicinity,  oc- 
cupied bv  but  2o  pickets,  who  threw  down 
their  arms  and  surrendered,  stating  there  was 
no  rebel  force  within  ten  miles.  Immediate- 
ly thereafter  our  force  pushed  ahead  in  the 
direction  of  Orange  Court  House,  but  had 
hardly  progressed  two  miles  when  they  were 
opened  on  from  12  guns;  an  attacking  rebel 
force  working  and  supporting  these  guns.  ' 
We  drove  them  from  their  position  with 
considerable  loss  in  killed  and  wounded  and 
prisoners ;  our  loss  in  the  atlair  being  3.).  The 
mass  of  infantrv  then  recrossed  the  Rapidan, 
leaving  a  force  to  hold  the  rlQe  pi'.s  first  taken 
until  the  operations  of  our  cavalry  that  had 
moved  bv  a  different  route  had  terminated. 

Heavy  'firing  is  said  to  have  been  heard  yes- 
terdav,  and  it  was  believed  to  be  at  Culpep- 
per, and  that  our  cavalry  was  there  engaged 
with  the  enemy  it  had  been  seeking.

IN  WKST  TENNKSSE?:— HIGHLY  IM- 
POUT  \NT  INTELLKiENCE-SUEllMAN 
ADVANCING  ON  MOBILE-Dr.  PETER'S 
COTTON  SPECULATION. 


Mkmi'iiis,  Tens.,  Jan.  17,  \SCA. 
Eds.  Prkss:— While  the  weather  has 
heen  e.xtrtinely  cold  throughout  the  North- 
west, it  h.is  been  no  less  severe  here. 
You  have  doubtless  heard  of  the  freezing 
to  death  ol  a  large  number  of  negroes.  (1 
heard  f.i>,)  on  Island  No.  10. 

Death   by   freezing   has  not  been  con- 
fined to  negroes  alone.     In  this  city,  dux- 
]ncr  the  extreme  cold   weather  extending 
from  January   1st   to   the    l«>th,  three  or 
four  white  persons   froze  to  death.     The 
l.act  of  it  is  coal  could  not  be  procured  at 
anv  price,  and   wood  was  $IS  per  cord. 
Indeed,  the  citizens  of  Memphis  are  com- 
pelled to  use  star   candles,  -owing  to  the 
want  of  coal  by  the  gas  company  to  make 
gas.     It  is  impossible   for  tie  barges  on 
the  way  here,  loa«led    with  coal,  to  make 
any  headway,  owing  to  the  ice  in  the  riv- 
er.'   The  abundant  rain  we  are  now  hav- 
ing will  probably   cause  the  ice  to  disap- 
pear rapidly. 

Comparative  quiet  reigns  throughout 
the  adjacent  country,  at  this  time,  and 
trade  in  the  city  is  more  .active,  owing  to 
that  fact.  When  guerrillas  and  rebels  are 
about,  no  permits  are  allowed  to  take 
goods  into  the  country ;  but  during  the 
last  few  dJiys  a  "right  sm.art"  lot  have 
been  granted  by  the  military  authori- 
ties. 

I  see  a  great  many  stories  in  the  Eastern 
papers  in  regard  to  military   movements 
and  one  thing  or  another  here  which  are 
seldom  if   ever   true.     But  as  truth  will 
always  eventually   prevail  I  will  not  now 
attempt  to  correct    anything    that   has 
been   heretofore  said,   but  let  it  abide  its 
time.  Forrest's  command  is  now  at  Jack- 
son  in  this  State.      He,  himself,  is  away 
from   it,  I   believe,   at  Medina.     He  has 
not  more  than  2,500   available  men,  al- 
though    he     conscripted     lour    or    five 
thousand    during  his  recent   raid  in  West 
Tennessee.      They  are  coming  back  in 
large   squads   every  day.     I  tell  you  the 
l)eople   of  Tennessee   are  not  anxious  to 
fiffht   for  the   rebel   cause.     About  two- 
thirds   of   them   are   out  and  out  Union 
men  ;  the  remaining  one  third  admit  there 
is  not  the  slightest  chaacc   for  the  rebel- 
lion to   succeed— they  are,  thtrcfore,  in- 
different. 

A     military     movement     is     on    foot 
which,      if     successful,    will     prove    the 
greatest   blow  to  the  rebellion  it  has  yet 
received.

The  St.  Paul  Musical  Society.— 
Charles  Sclicffer  Esq.,  rrcsulent  of  this  Soci- 
ety, has  issued  the  following  interesting  ad- 
dress to  it,  which  we  give  place  to  as  indica- 
tive of  the  st«te    of  Musical  progress  in  our 

<^>ty : 

Getitlemen  of  the  Musical  Society  :  The 
close  of  the  first  (juarter  since  the  organiza- 
tion of  Society  affords  me  an  opportunity  to 
congratulate  vou  heartily  upon  the  succe.»s 
which  has  thus  far  attended  our  etTorts.  Liv- 
in"  in  the  far  Northwest,  in  a  new  territory, 
where  but  few  years  ago  the  white  settler  was 
a  rarctv,  it  seemed  extremely  doubtful 
whether'a  society,  having  at  heart  the  culti- 
vation and  introduction  of  classiciil  musit, 
would  find  the  necessary  support  and  encour- 
agement. Whatever  npi.rehension  I  ma.\ 
hav..  felt  up,  n  this  subject,  l'»^ '>^"^"  «  f '  > 
dispelled  bv  the  experience  of  the  hist  three 
months;  and  for  myself.  I  enter  upon  the 
second  (piarter  of  our  existence,  convinced 
that  we  will  reap  a  rich  harvest  for  our  exer- 
tions, and  secure  the  gratitude  (.f  all  lovers 
of  g.K.d  music,  if  we  will  but  cultivate  hariuo- 
nv  and  good  feeling  among  ourselves,  and 
continue  to  exhi»>it  the  same  zeal  and  perse- 
verance which  has  heretofore  l>ecn  mnnifesteil. 
I'crmit  me  n..w,  gentlemen,  to  make  a  few 
suggestions,  which,  when  carried  out,  will,  1 
think,  promote  the  success  of  our  society. 

Our  programmes  should  contain,  in  addition 
to  the  productions  of  the  great  masters,  a 
larger  pr..portiini  of  v>opular  music,  such  as 
Pot-Pouries  from  favorite  Operas,  Polanasies, 
rolka«.  and  compositions  of  a  popular  char- 
acter, which,  while  pleasing  to  the  ear,  do  not 
belong  to  the  catalogue  of  '^  chip-trap  pieces, 
such  as  are  usually  performed  by  travelmg 
troupes. 

We  must  boar  in  mind  that  the  large  ma- 
jority of  those  attemling  our  concerts,  have 
seldom  had  an  opportunity  to  listen  to  classi- 
cal compositions.  If  we  fill  our  programmes 
almost  exclusively  with  selections  from  -Mo- 
zart, liutharen  and  Haydcn,  there  is  great 
danger  of  our  audiences  becommg  fatigued 
and  discouraged.  The  numl)er  of  attendants 
would  naturally  decrease,  and  tlie  very  object 
oi  onr  organi/.a'tion,  (O  create  a  taste  and  lik- 
ing for  the  higher  branches  of  music,  would 
be  destroyed. 

Better  order  should  also  l)e  kei>t  at  our  con- 
certs. I  have  heard  many  complaints  that 
voung  men  and  bovs  are  in  the  habit  of  mak- 
ing a  noise  during  the  performance  of  the 
Orchestra,  to  the  great  annoyance  of  all  who 
are  so  unfortunate  as  to  sit  near  them  lliis 
can  be  avoided  l>v  appointing  a  rolicemaii. 
whose  duty  it  would  be  to  see  that  all  in  at- 
*tendance  keep  perfect  order. 

Our  worthy  leader,  last  evening,  called 
vonr  attention  to  the  fact  that  too  much  time 
Is  lost  between  our  pieces ;  and  to  oycrcome 
this  difliculty,  recommends  that  for  each  con- 
cert two  persons  l)e  selected  from  the  active 
members,  charged  with  the  duty  of  making 
all  necessary  arrangements  on  the  stage.  1 
trust  liis  recvmmcndation  will  l)e  acted  upon 
at  once.  Too  much  time  is  also  taken  up  by 
the  tuning  of  the  instruments,and  an  improve- 
ment in  this  respect  is  absolutely  necessary. 

Let  the  alxne  suiriiestions  be  lully  carried 
out.  and  there  can  be  little  doubt  that  the 
".Saint  Paul  Musical  Societv"  will  continue 
to  prosper,  until  it  shall  become  one  of  the 
endurinii  institutions  of  tlvp  city;  constituting 
at  once  a  source  of  pure  and  high  enjoment  to 
its  active  members,  of  just  pride  to  the  citi- 
zens at  large,  and  of  peculiar  gratilication  to 
the  passive  participants  in  its  benefits.

Every  gunboat  lias  been 
ordered  to  join  the  fleet,  and  every  availabc 
transport  pressed  into  the  service  for  the 
carrying  of  troops.  Seventeen  large  steamers 
weVc  taken  at  Cairo  on  the  I6th  ult.,  and  load- 
ed and  steamers  at  Columbus  and  Memphis 
also  joined  the  fleet.  On  the  2 1th  ult.  the  en- 
tire (ith  division  «f  the  16th  army  corps  three 
l.ri-'ades  of  over  8,000  men,  commanded  b> 
Colonels  Lvnch  and  Shaw,  left  Columbus  en 
route  South  as  far  as  Vicksburgat  least. 

At  Memphis  also  great  activity  »'as  pre- 
vailed. Corinth  was  evacuated  on  the  2)th  of 
January,  evervthin-  of  value  »>eingbrougli  to 
Memphis.  The  Memphis  and  Charleston 
Railroad  at  the  same  time  was  abandoned  be- 
tween LagranKC  and  Memphis,  and  the  coun- 
try between  Corinth  and  Memphis  have  g.rtie 
down  the  river  under  the  eommand  of  Gen. 
Ilurlbut.  Geu.  Hurlbut  and  staff  left  on  the 
2Sth.  ,    ,

Their  newspa- 
p.;rs  and  magazines  have  been  consi<lered 
the  common  property  of  every  loafer 
who  handled  tlie  mad  bags.  Pictorial 
periodicals,  especiiiiiy,  scarcely  ever 
rea.hed.  their  .lestination  ;  and  the  postal 
ficdities  between  ISt.  Paul  and  Port 
Garrv,  har.ily  served  any  oth'-r  pur- 
pose thin  the  gratuitous  dissemination  of 
Dritidi  and  American  literature,  among 
the  highly  intellectual  people  who  have 
charge  of  the  keys  afong  the  route.  As 
a  meilium  for  the  transmission  of  money, 
or  other  valu.ibles  experience  had  proved 
it  to  be  so  unsafe  as  to  be  totally  unavail- 
able for  the  purpose. 

The  attention  of  the  Postmaster-Gen- 
eral was  called  to  these  abuses,  and  the 
fallowing  letter  to  Senator  Pamsey  will 
show  that  olhcial  measures  have  been 
taken  to  remedy  them  :

In  the  Hou.>e   to-day  an  amendment  to  the 
Senate  enrolment  bill  was  adopted  as  a  substi- 
tute for  one  of  the  original  sections  which  for- 
ever provides  that  any  person  drafted    into 
militarv  service  may,  before  the  time  fixed 
for  his"  appearance  at  the  draft  rendezvous, 
furnish  an    acceptable    substitute,  subject  to 
such  rules  and  regulations  as  may   be  pre- 
scribed bv  tlu-  Secretary  of  War.  If  such  sub- 
stitute is"  not  liable  to  draft,  the  person  fur- 
nishing him     shall    be  exempt   from  draft 
during  the  time  for  which  the  substitute  is  not 
liable,  not  exceeding  the  term  for  which  he 
was  drafted,  and  if  such  substitute  is  liable  to 
draft  the  name  of  the  person  furnishing  him 
shall  be  liable  to  draft  in  filling  future  quotas. 
The  President  sent  to  the  Senate  to-day  a 
communication  from  the  Secretary  of  State  in 
answer  to  a  resolution  of  that  body  declining 
to  transmit  the  correspi>ndence  relative  to  the 
Sandwich  Islands  llcciprocitv  Treaty.    Appli- 
cation has  been  made  for  the  revival  of  a  treaty 
similar   to   that    negotiated  under  President 
Pierce's    administration  but  which  was    not 
approved    bv    the    Senate.     Tlie    same  ob- 
jection is  found  in  connection  with  the  proba- 
ble effect  upon  revenue  in  the  present  juncture 
of  our  affairs. 

The  subject  of  confiscated  lands  is  and  has 
been  under  consideration  in  the  Committee  on 
Lands  Opinions  of  those  familiar  with  the 
policy  of  the  Government,  and  who  have  giv- 
en the  subject  most  <:areful  consideration  have 
been  obtained,  and  it  is  probable  a  bill  provid- 
ing for  the  disposal  of  such  lands  m  legal 
form  and  giving  a  clear  title  will  soon  be  in- 
troduced.

Wasiiin«;ton,  Feb.  1.— It  is  rumored 
in  high  oflicial   circles  here   that  we    are 
upon  the  eve  of  a  war  with  France,  owing 
to  the  singular  aiploinacy  of  Mr.  Seward 
touching  the  (jiiestions  growingout  of  tlie 
buihling  of  Confederate  rains  in  1- ranee 
It  will  be  remembered  that  Mr.    Seward 
assumed  a   very   bold   tone  towards    the 
KnMish  Ocvcrt'.iH  i.l  aTrer   he  discovered 
thaT  the  liritish  Ca'  inet    had  dcteriuincd 
to  detain  l.aiid"»  iu;i.o  and  keep  the  peace 
with  this    country.     His    high   sounditig 
dispatches    Avere    all    written    after   thb 
chancre  of  policy  in   the  British   Cabinet 
was  definitelr  u'ndcrstood.     Emboldened 
by  his  bloodless  victories  on  paper,  it   is 
understood  here  that  he  assumed  a  smu- 
lar  tone  tow.irds  the  French  Government, 
touching   the   Florida   and    the   escaped 
steamer  Rappahannock,  and  also  with  re- 
gard to  the  rains  which  were  known  to  be 
building  in  France  for  the  rebel   govern- 
ment,    llis  position  was  so  incautiously 
belli'M'ient  that  he  has   received  a  reply 
fronri)rouvn  de  THny^  which  has  put  the 
Administration    in   a    cruel  predicament. 
The    Unjted  States   must  either  ab-andon 
its  pretensions  or  go  to  war  to  maintain 
them.     This,   it  is  stated,  is  the  only  in- 
ter pn-t  at  ion  which  can  be  put    on  the  re- 
ply of  the   French  Minister.     Hence   the 
pa'nic  in  the   gold   market,    the    call  for 
five  hundred    thousand  men,  and  the  or- 
tlcrfl  which  have  been  sent  to  various  na- 
val stations  to  lit  out    the    iron  cl.ids    in- 
stanter. 

It  is  now  alleged  that  the  trouble  be- 
tween France  and   the  I'nited  Slates  re- 
lates in  some  wav  to  the  special   embassy 
which  Mr.  Win.  E.  Evarts  had  been  sent 
on  to  that  country.     After  his  services  m 
the  ram  dispute  in  England,  it    is   known 
that  he   was    instructed    to    demand    of 
France  thp  surrender   of  the   belligerent 
rights  it  accorded  to  the  southern  rebels. 
Whether  the  demand,  for  whatever  course 
of  action,  was  based  in  a  too  peremptory 
tone,  or  whatever  may  be  the   trouble,  it 
is  certain  that  there  are  some  serious  dif- 
ficulty with  the  French  Cabinet,  so  much 
so  as  to  alarm  all    save  Mr.  Seward  him- 
self.    This  functionary,  it  is  reported   in 
view  of  the  distracted  condition   of  Eu- 
rope, and  tiie   almost    certainty  of  a  Avar 
in  the  early  spring,  takes  the  highest  pos- 
sible grountl  toAvard  France,    his  theory 
being^that  the  financial  emharraasment  of 
the  Empiie,  on  account  of  a  prospective 
<rreat  continental  war,  will  compel  Napo- 
feon,  if  not  to  withdraw  his   troops  from 
Mexico,  at  least  to  deprive  the  southern- 
ers of  the  belligerent  rights   they   have 
heretofore  enjoyed.

The  facts  stated  in  tliese  papers  are  in  brief 
as  follows : 

The  fragments  of  the  lower  bands  of  Sionx 
Avho  committed  the  murders  in  Minnesota  in 
the  suia»er  of  l.s»'>2,  to  the  number  of  eight 
hnnd-r  !   or  a  thousand   men,   Avomeii,   and 
ehila.oi,  h  <vc  t  !:  n  n  furo  in  the  British  set- 
tlements aloiin  the  Bed  Uiver  of ;'  •  "^'orth,  in 
a  destiiute  conuiaoi.,  .in  '.  -.i-^  :io,v  iK-iiig  sub- 
sisted there.    The  English  Government  has 
ho  force   in   rtiat  region   to  control   these  In- 
dians,  liiir  restrain    them  from    committing 
depredations  north  of  the  boundary  line  upon 
our  settlements.    By  refusing  us  permission 
to  pursue,  they  are  thus  atlording  these  In- 
dians protecu.  n;  ai^'.  !•..  >i.n-isting  them  dur- 
ing the  winter,  when  otherwise  they  would 
starve  or  be   torced  to  surrender   themselves 
prisoners,  they  Avill  be  enabled  in  the  spring 
again  U)  resume  ilepredations  on  our  frontier, 
with  a  safe  refuge  always  over   the   British 
line.    If  their  hostility  Avere  simply  confined 
to  the  plunder  or  destruction  of  property,  it 
Avould  l)e  easy  to  make  reclamation ;  but  where 
the  lives  of  helpless  women  and  children  are 
the  result,  of  course  auy  satisfactory  reclama- 
tion is  impossible.    A  suthcient  force  of  U.  S. 
troops  to  exterminate  these  Indians  is  at  Pem- 
bina, but  a  fcAv  miles  from  Avhere  they  arc  noAv 
being  subsisted  in  the  English  settlements, 
but  with  no  power  to  act  against  them. 

ItAvill  Ik'  seen  al.so,  from  the  enclo.sed  pa- 
pers, that  the  Deputy  (iovemor  of  the  Hud- 
son's Bav  settlements  has  offered,  if  these  In- 
dians Avill  return  to  the  territory  of  tlie  Uni- 
ted States,  to  supply  them  Avitli  a  large  amount 
of  provisions,  &c.  Thus  the  complete  results 
of  onr  campaign  against  them  Avill  be  over- 
throAvn,  and  they  Avill.  at  their  ease,  I>e  pre- 
pared to  resume  hostilities  in  the  spring. 

Concerning  such  transactions  there  can  be 
but  one  opinion.  Either  the  English  Govern- 
ment -hould  protect  us  from  hostile  Indians 
oPejanizing  in  their  dominions,  and  subsisted 
by  their  olHcials,  or  A%e  should  be  permitted 
to  act  against  them  ourselves.  The  lives  of 
innocent  and  helpless  .settlers  are  iuA-olved  in 
the  question,  which  is  of  a  character  so  serious 
as  to  permit,  as  I  doubt  not  it  Avill  receive,  the 
anxious  consideration  and  prompt  and  decided 
action  of  the  CJovernincnt. 

General  Sibley's  reference  to  the  extradition 
treaty  is  of  course  inai>plicable,  and  for  no  oth- 
er rea.son  than  that  the  criminals  to  be  turned 
over  to  us  cxceeil  in  number  and  defensive 
power  the  population  of  the  .set  lements  Avhose 
dutv  it  would  be  to  make  the  arrest  and  sur-

addressed  to  any  non-commissioned  t)fhceror 
iirivate  serving  in  the  armies  of  the  United 
States,  mav  lx>  transmitted  in  the  mails  of  the 
United  States  at  the  rate  of  eight  cents,  to  be 
in  all  c.ises  prepaid,  for  every  four  ounces,  or 
anv  fraction  thereof,  subject  to  such  regula- 
tions as  the  Postmaster-General  may  prc- 
scril>e.

—The  court-martial  of  Surgeon  fiene- 
ral  Hammond  after  sitting  steadily  for  eight 
davs,  has  not  vet  concluded  the  examination 
ofthe  seeond"witness.  Three  huntlred  and 
tittv  pages  of  testimony  have  been  taken,  and 
over  eighty'  Avitnesses  are  summoned.  Dr. 
Cooper."  Purveyor  of  Phelidelphia,  the  witness 
still  on  the  stand,  to-day  detained  orders  from 
the  Surgeon  General  to  Wyeth  &  Bro.,  of 
Philadelphia,  amounting  to  !^.)37,000,  besides 
large  transactions  with  Stephensof  New  York, 
all  of  which  it  is  charged,  are  tainted  Avith 
illegality  and  fraud. 

— The  Lieutenant  General  bill  is  likely 
to  meet  Avith  considerable  opposition  in  the 
Senate.  It  is  anticipated  that  if  passed  at  all 
it  will  be  moditied,  thereby  striking  out^the 
clause  making  the  Lieutenant  General  com- 
mander of  all  the  armies,  and  the  clause  re- 
commending grant  for  the  appointment.  The 
oj)inion  is  entertained  m  high  quarters  that  if 
passed  in  its  present  shape  it  Avould  greatly 
embarrass  the  President  and  War  Department, 
and  that  in  vicav  of  the  very  friendly  relations 
betAveen  Generals  Ilalleck  and  Grant,  the  lat- 
ter Avould  decline  to  accept  a  promotion  Avhich 
Avould  displace  the  former.

Old  John 
Brown  in  the  parlors  of  Fernando  M  ootl  ? 

—  The  case  of  the  Chesapeake  is  oc- 
cupying a  irreat  deal  of  time  in  the  Colonial 
Courts.  The  costs  attending  the  various  suits 
will  be  verv  large,  independent  of  the  amount 
lost  in  the  "detention  ofthe  steamer  and  her 
car"o.  The  movements  of  the  officials  indi- 
eatethat  thev  are  Availing  for  instructions 
from  the  British  Gouernmcnt  before  making 
any  decison. 

—  A    Louisville   dispatch    of    the  0th

probablv  droAvned.  A  negro  boy  off  the  iay- 
lor  is  niissing.    Both  lioats  are  a  total  loss. 

—At  (;ettysburg  28,000  muskets  were 
taken.  Of  these  '24,000  Avere  fo"nd  to  be 
loaded,  12,000  containing  two  loads,and  O.tWO 
from  three  to  ten  loads  each.  In  many  in- 
stances half  a  dozen  balls  Avere  driven  in  on  a 
charge  of  powder.  In  some  cases  the  former 
possessor  had  reversed  the  usual  order,  plac- 
ing the  ball  at  the  bottom  of  the  barrel  and 
the  powder  on  the  top. 

—The  Board  of  Overseers  of  Har- 
vard College  htive  raised  the  tuition  to  one 
hundred  and  four  dollars  a  year.

Thus 
far,  ujiwards  of  .$100,000  Avorth  of  lands  have 
been  disposed  of— some  of  them  at  prices  fiir 
al>ove  the  average  fixed  by  Congress,  viz : 
.'^2..50  per  acre. 

— Prince  Napoleon  Bonaparte,  son  uf 
the  Prince  of  Canino,  and  cousin  of  the  Em- 
peror, is  about  to  proceed  to  Mexico  Avitli  his 
regiment  (the  Foreign  Legion)  Avith  the  rank 
of  Captain.  Who  knows  but  in  case  Maxi- 
milian does  not  accept,  this  cousin  ofthe  Em- 
peror may  ansAA'cr  as  a  substitute. 

—A  Newfoundland  paper,  in  speaking 
ofthe  Hou.«e  of  Assemfdy  ot  that  island,  eulo- 
gises it  in  the  following  unequivocal  language  : 
"Take  them  for  all  in  all,  from  their  Si»caker 
doAvuAvard,  avc  do  not  suppose  that  a  greater 
set  of  loAv-lived  and  laAvless  scoundrels,  as 
public  men,  can  be  found  under  the  canopy  of 
heaven." 

— A  one-legged  man  died  in  France  a 
short  time  aso.  His  sister,  on  looking  over 
his  Avill,  discovered  that  in  his  Avooden  leg  Avas 
deposited  0,000  francs.  The  body  Avas  e>4liuin- 
ed,  and  the  money  obtained. 

—In  Rochester,  Saturday  morning,  a 
scamp  named  Joseph  Henderson,  being  con- 
victed of  S(mie  offence,  and  sentenced  to  the 
penitentiary  fo'/  forty  davs,  revenged  himself 
by  stealing'the  District  Attorney's  hat. 

—It  is  said  the  English  land  holders 
and  factorr-oAvners  dislike  their  employees  t ; 
deposit  their  savings  in  bands  or  clubs.  When 
they  do  so  their  wages  are  immediately  reduc- 
ed." The  press  is  making  a  noise  ai)Out  this 
act  of  illiberality.

— The  Frienti/ic  American  has  a  letter 
from  a  gentleman  in  Hamlmrg.  stating  that 
4,000  or  5,000  experienced  miners  might  Ix' 
induced  to  emigrate  to  this  country  from  Sax- 
ony and  Hanover,  were  they  guaranteed  em- 
ployment. 

— The  Rev.  Mr.  Brooke,  Prebendary 
of  Lincoln  Cathedral,  has  pupblishcd  a  letter 
in  Avhich  he  expresses  his  opinion  that  "inton- 
ing is  a  device  of  Satan." 

— Berger,  the  great  French  billiard 
player,  who  not  long  since  astonished  the 
New  Yorkers  by  his  wonderful  skill,  has  set- 
tled down  in  Lyons,  Avhere  he  has  opened  a 
cafe  which  he  calls  "The  Nineteenth  Centu- 
ry."

We  are  pained  to  announce  that  Mr.  Ilidell, 
Secretary  t«  Vice  President  Stephens,  yester- 
day received  a  telegram  from  Augusta,  an- 
nouncing the  sudden  and  serious  illness  ot 
Mr.  Stephens  at  his  home  at  CrawfordviUe.

From  the  Richmond  Examiner,  Jan.  21. 

Between  the  hours  of  10  and  11  o'clock 
on  Tuesday  night  a  most  diabolical  at- 
tempt was  madtt  by  an  incendiary  to  de- 
stroy the  house  of  President  Davis.  At 
the  tiiue  mentioned,  the  attention  of  some 
members  of  the  President's  family  having 
been  attracted  by  a  smell  of  smoke, 
which  seemed  to  proceed  from  the  base- 
ment, instant  alarm  was  given,  and  a 
.search  made,  which  disclosed  the  fact 
that  the  premises  were  on  fire  in  the  east 
basement  room,  which  was  used  as  a  wood 
house.  A  large  (juantity  of  shavings  and 
a  bundle  of  faggots,  placed  by  the  incen- 
diary against  b  pile  of  wood,  were  in  a 
blaze,  and  but  lor  the  timely  discovery, 
would  soon  have  communicated  to  the 
wood  and  r(  St!  1  in  the  destruction  of 
the  buihling.  and,  peiimps,  loss  of  life. 
The  fire  w.is  .syu-i  v  xtiaguished,  when  it 
appeared  that  an  entrance  into  the  house 
had  been  ellected  through  the  wood- 
house  window,  and  that  the  miscreants, 
before  applying  the  torch,  had  broken 
into  the  s;ore  room,  also  in  the  base- 
ment, and  stolen  a  large  quantity  of  but- 
ter, lard  and  other  groceries.  Had  tbe 
attempt  to  burn  the  building  have  been 
made  an  hour  or  two  later  m  the  night, 
there  is  every  probability  that  it  would 
h.ive  been  successful. 

Xo  clue  has  been  obtained  as  to  who 
were  the  perpetrators  of  this  robbery  and 
outrage;  but  tbe  general  impression 
among  citizens  is,  tl  a*;  it  was  the  work  of 
some  of  the  five  or  six  hundred  Yankee 
prisoners  who  have  been  turred  loose  in 
tl.i.^  city.  We,  however,  think  it  (juite  as 
likely  that  the  President's  house  servants 
know  something  altout  the  matter.

Andrews,  the  Hew  York  Itloter. 

HE  IS  TAKEN  OUT  OF  FORT  I.AF.AYKTTK  AND 

18   LOCKED  LP  AGAIN. 
From  the  New  York  Evening  Post,  Feb.  L 

John  U.  Andrews,  the  "Virginia  gen- 
tlemen" who  made  a  speech  to  the  rioters 
on  the  loth  of  July  last,  and  was  subse- 
(piently  ciught  and  taken  to  Fort  Lafay- 
ette, was  to-day  brought  from  the  fort 
upon  a  warrant  issued  by  United  States 
Commissioner  Osborn,  for  examination 
on  a  charge  of  treason. 

The  Commissioner,  having  secured 
much  testimony  and  ten  or  twelve  wit- 
nesses of  the  operations  of  Andrews  du- 
ring the  riot,  believed  a  charge  of  treason 
could  1)6  sustained ;  and  his  warrant,  or 
an  order  founded  on  it,  was  allowed  by 
General  Dix,  and  Andrews  came  to  the 
:\!arshaV8  office  at  one  o'clock  this  after- 
noon in  charge  of  a  detective. 

Andrews  wore  a  small  speckled  cap, 
and  a  pair  of  United  States  military  pan- 
taloons of  the  "  invalid"  pattern,  which 
he  had  obtained  since  his  incarceration  ; 
he  carried  a  carpet  bag,  and  his  counten- 
ance wore  a  gratified  expression, as  though 
he  was  pleased  with  the  sight  of  the  outer 
world,  and  he  leisurely  smoked  a  cigar 
while  he  comoed  his  long  beard.  He  is 
much  poorer  in  flesh  than  when  he  enter- 
ed the  fort. 

But  there  was  no  examination.  At 
half-past  two  o'clock  a  letter  enclosing 
an  order  to  remand  the  prisoner  was  re- 
ceived from  General  Dix. 

It  appears  that  the  Commissioner  and 
United  States  District  Attorney  Smith 
are  not  agreed  as  to  the  course  which 
should  be  adopted  with  regard  to  An- 
drews, and  General  Dix  was  unwilling 
the  examination  should  go  on  without  the 
concurrence  and  attendance  of  the  Dis- 
trict Attorney. 

So  the  case  rests  for  the  present,  and 
Andrews  goes  back  to  Fort  Lafayette.
